Though it’s nice to have no 
income or sales tax, when I think of New 
Hampshire’s advantage I think it’s its nat- 
ural beauty and its people. Hippo readers 
seem to agree. Though “tax-free” got some 
votes, most people voted for New Hamp- 
shire’s people and beautiful scenery. But of 
course we have some wise guys and gals 
out there who decide that Best Of season 
is also a great time to showcase their com- 
edy stylings. One person wrote, “getting 
more liberal.” Not sure if that was a dig, 
a joke or just political commentary. Others 
said gun laws — again doubt that one is a 
joke. “It ain’t Mass” got a few votes, as did 
it’s not New Jersey or it’s not Vermont. But 
then again, we got a few “New Hampshire 
is boring” votes. Again, more for those of 
us with children, this is a positive, so that 
one could go either way. Though my per- 
sonal favorite is “Our drunk lawmakers.”

News in Brief 

• It’s time to cooperate on education fund- 
ing: The state House of Representatives made 
it official last week: the House and Senate will 
need to work out their differences on an edu- 
cation funding amendment. The Senate and 
House have each passed differing versions of 
amendments. Before an amendment goes to a 
statewide ballot, the House and Senate must 
agree on language. The House requested a 
committee of conference by a vote of 295-48. 
“We look forward to working with the Senate 
during the committee of conference process to 
identify ways to ensure that we can give the 
voters an education funding constitutional 
amendment on the ballot,” said House Speaker 
William O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon, in a state- 
ment. “Any such amendment must allow us 
to eliminate the statewide property tax, target 
school funding for those communities truly in 
need, ensure that those elected by the people 
— not unelected judges — set education poli- 
cy for the state, and reinforce parents, teachers 
and local school boards control the education 
of our children. The House version of CACR 
12 would address each of these areas.” The 
move to a committee of conference was expect- 
ed. “The House taking up CACR 12 today, and 
not getting a majority means we have work to 
do,” according to a joint statement by Senate 
President Peter Bragdon, R-Milford, and Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Jeb Bradley, R-Wolfeboro. 
“The Senate’s version of CACR 12 targets aid 
to the neediest school districts, which will 
address the unfairness surrounding the issue of 
donor towns. It is also likely to preclude the 
courts from ordering a broad-based tax down 
the road in order to fund education.” The state- 
ment said the Senate is committed to getting an 
amendment before voters. “We believe CACR 
12 represents the best chance of passing an 
amendment in 20 years,” the statement said. 

• One-day survey counts fewer home- 
less people this year than last: The state 
Department of Health and Human Services 
Bureau of Homeless and Housing Services 
recently announced the results of the one-day 
statewide point-in-time count of homeless 
individuals and families. The count, which 
took place on Jan. 25 from midnight to 11:59 
p.m., found 2,438 homeless people statewide, 
which represents a 3 -percent decrease from 
last year, according to a DHHS press release. 
The count targets welfare offices, homeless 
shelters, hospitals, police departments, soup 
kitchens, food pantries, outreach workers and 
other organizations serving homeless people 
in the state. The count is a coordinated effort 
by three local homeless continuums of care: 
Nashua, Manchester and the balance of the 
state. Of the 2,438 homeless people, 1,357 
were sheltered, which is down 1 percent from 
last year, and 368 were unsheltered, which 
was down 11 percent from 2011. Another 
713 people were temporarily residing with a 
family or a friend, a 2-percent decrease from 
last year. The count found 405 homeless fam- 
ilies — the same number as 2011. Of the 
1,727 adults surveyed, 31 percent reported a 
severe and persistent mental illness, 28 per- 
cent reported having a substance abuse issue, 
8 percent were veterans, and 30 percent were 
chronically homeless. “The data from this 


year’s count shows we are making progress in 
decreasing homelessness in our State,” stat- 
ed DHHS Commissioner Nicholas Toumpas, 
in the release. “However, this also shows us 
that we must all continue to work together to 
find solutions to end homelessness, especially 
in a time of limited resources as there are still 
far too many individuals and families that do 
not have a permanent place to call home. “The 
state coordinates the count in order to gath- 
er an accurate and non-duplicated count of 
homeless individuals and families statewide. 
The count is needed to identify needs creat- 
ed by the ongoing issue of homelessness, both 
sheltered and unsheltered, the release said. 

• Bass endorses Lamontagne: U.S. Rep. 
Charlie Bass announced last week he would 
endorse Ovide Lamontagne in his run for gov- 
ernor this year. “Ovide has a strong record of 
commitment to New Hampshire’s conserva- 
tive community and I am honored to have his 
support,” Bass said in a statement. “We are 
both committed to fiscally conservative prin- 
ciples like cutting spending, reducing debt 
and deficits, lowering tax burdens on work- 
ing families, and finding real solutions to the 
many challenges facing our nation and state.” 
Lamontagne is running against former Corner- 
stone Research director Kevin Smith. Salem 
businessman Steve Kenda was reportedly 
exploring a run as well. Bass also announced 
that his re-election campaign has hired David 
Chesley to serve as senior adviser focusing on 
coalitions, voter outreach and his get out the 
vote effort. Chesley has previously worked for 
Jennifer Horn, a two-time Republican congres- 
sional candidate, including in 2010, when Bass 
beat Horn in the primary. 

• House passes bill to allow online driver 
education: The House passed legislation last 
week. House Bill 1440, which would allow 
candidates for drivers licenses to take cours- 
es online instead of attending driver education 
schools, which can be costly, according to a 
House press release. House Majority Lead- 
er D.J. Bettencourt, R-Salem, said many teens 
must wait until they are 18 to obtain a driv- 
er’s license because they can’t afford the cost 
of drivers education courses. “By allowing a 
more affordable option through a New Hamp- 
shire Department of Safety approved online 
driver education course, those kids with lower 
means than some of their friends and neighbors 
will now be able to get their licenses, too,” Bet- 
tencourt said in a statement. “This is especially 
important in these tough economic times when 
New Hampshire’s families have less dispos- 
able income to send their teens to expensive 
driving schools.” 

• Committee backs business-friendly bill: 

In an effort to make it easier for small busi- 
nesses to incorporate, grow and hire workers, 
the state Senate Commerce Committee rec- 
ommended passing Senate Bill 203 last week. 
The bipartisan committee recommended pass- 
ing the bill by a 4-0 vote. The bill retains most 
of the provisions of existing law pertaining to 
limited liability companies, but it also adds 
features to make the state’s LLC laws more 
user-friendly, according to a Senate press 
release. “Since this bill was first referred to 
the Commerce Committee in early January, it 
has been one of our top priorities and the sub- 
ject of multiple work sessions,” said state Sen. 


Andy Sanborn, R-Henniker. “The legislation 
we passed today is the work product of some 
of the best business minds in New Hampshire 
and the committee is confident it will serve 
the interests of our small business communi- 
ty for years to come.” Jim Roche, president of 
the Business and Industry Association, said the 
bill represents “a real, demonstrable improve- 
ment to New Hampshire’s business climate 
and is a win for small business.” The legisla- 
tion provides operating agreements with legal 
structures for their operations. Current laws do 
the same to a certain extent, but don’t go far 
enough, according to the release. The law pro- 
vides fiduciary guidelines and addresses the 
issues of single-member LLCs. 

• Easter Seals program has rasied $1.1 
million to help veterans: It’s been five 
years in the making, but Easter Seals New 
Hampshire’s Veterans Count Club has $1.1 
million to distribute to veterans and their fam- 
ilies in need of emergency services. Easter 
Seals New Hampshire launched the Veter- 
ans Count Club in 2007 in partnership with 
the New Hampshire National Guard and the 


state Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices. “Veterans Count Club exists because 
philanthropist and Easter Seals Board Mem- 
ber Michael Salter had a vision to help our 
veterans. The community embraced the vision 
with their time and financial assistance and 
the results speak for themselves,” said Veter- 
ans Count Club Chairman R. Bruce Wilson. 
“We continue to deploy reserve and guard 
personnel and medical issues exist long after 
deployment concludes,” Wilson said The 
club is a membership organization in which 
dues and other contributions provide direct 
financial support to military families. Pro- 
fessional care coordinators currently manage 
more than 1,200 individual cases. The Veter- 
ans Count Club is hosting a free fundraising 
breakfast on Thursday, May 10, at the Shera- 
ton Portsmouth Harborside Hotel at 7:45 a.m. 
Individual club memberships start at $150 
and corporate memberships start at $1,500.

Beware the beetle 


Keep firewood local, biologists warn

Once the weather warms, Kyle Lombard’s 
phone is ringing off the hook, and that’s great. 

People call to say they think they might 
have spotted the Asian longhorn beetle, a 
now-notorious invasive species. Biologists 
haven’t spotted the beetle in New Hampshire 
yet, and they’re glad people are calling. 

“We know the outreach is working,” said 
Lombard, health program coordinator for 
the New Hampshire Division of Forests and 
Lands. “It’s always better to be safe than sor- 
ry. I always like getting a call that turns out not 
to be it.” Lombard said the vast majority of the 
beetles people call about are white-spotted saw- 
yer beetles, which look very similar to Asian 
longhorn beetles. The two species emerge from 
trees about the same time each year. 

The Asian longhomed beetle, which infest- 
ed a 70-square-mile area centered around 
Worcester, Mass., is considered a major threat 
to New Hampshire’s hardwood forests, and 
particularly to the sugar maple. The shiny 
black beetle is distinctive. It is about % to IVi 
inches long with irregular white spots on its 
back. It features black and white alternating 
color bands on its antennae, which are long — 
about 1.5 to 2.5 times the lengths of its body. 

People can spot beetles’ exit holes on trunks 
and branches of infested trees. The holes are 
nearly perfectly round and about 3/8 inch or 
larger in diameter, about the size of a dime. 

“What’s at risk is probably the most valu- 
able forestry industry in the state, and that’s 
the sugar maple,” Lombard said. “That’s the 
No. 1 host, and it’s a pretty important species 
in our forests....” 

There are no chemical or biological con- 
trols to keep these beetles in check. The beetle, 
which has the potential to wipe out a third 
of the forest canopy in North America, will 
attack just about any hardwood species other 
than oak trees. The only way to eliminate an 
infestation is to cut down all the infested trees 
within a quarter mile of the infestation. 

Lombard said the beetles can kill a tree in 
between one and 10 years. The beetle burrows 
into trees and disrupts the flow of nutrients 
and water into the tree, the release said. 

Biologists have surveyed three New Hamp- 
shire cities each summer for the last few years, 
focusing on cities considered to have the high- 
est risk. The top 10 most at-risk cities have 
been surveyed, with no beetles found. Biol- 
ogists focused on cities with similarities to 
Worcester, such as highway access and sim- 
ilar industry. Infestations have so far been 
limited to urban areas. 

Catch it early 

There is a big difference between catching 
an outbreak early and not. In Worcester, Asian 
longhorn beetles wreaked havoc on trees for 
15 years, with the result that huge swaths of 
hardwood trees had to be cut down across 
a 70- square-mile area. In Boston, an Asian 
longhorn beetle infestation was discovered 
after two years, resulting in the removal of six 
trees, Lombard said. 

An infestation carries plenty of cost, not just 
in the loss of a resource like the sugar maple, 
but in the cost of removing infested trees. The 
Worcester infestation is costing the city about 
$30 million over the next 10 years, including

tree removal and replanting, Lombard said. 

“That’s why we spend all the time resourc- 
es and outreach on getting people to look for 
it so we can find it early,” Lombard said. “The 
cost of cleanup and the damage is so much 
that it’s worth it to spend the time and money 
to be ahead of it, instead of behind it.” 

Lombard isn’t surprised the beetles haven’t 
shown up in New Hampshire yet, but he 
acknowledged they could at some point. “But 
it’s going to have to take the perfect storm,” 
Lombard said. “The beetles may well come 
to New Hampshire at some point. They could 
come from firewood, old pallets, landscaping 
materials. There are circumstances that have to 
happen to start an infestation.” For one, beetles 
have to mate. If a female is ready, she needs a 
male. If she can’t find one, the beetles are out 
of luck. “It takes a male and female coming 
together to start an infestation,” Lombard said. 

Firewood at the core 

Firewood is at the heart of the spread of 
invasive insects. It took biologists a while to 
figure out why infestations were all popping 
up near and in campgrounds. 

“It’s been a bigger problem than we would 
have ever thought,” Lombard said. “Pretty 
much every state east of Iowa and north of 
Virginia has some type of out-of-state fire- 
wood quarantine.” New Hampshire enacted 
a limited ban on firewood transportation in 
July 2011. Lombard said biologists want to 
cause as little harm as possible to the fire- 
wood industry. 

Biologists have studied firewood and its 
movement extensively in the last five years 
or so. It’s not commercial production that’s 
the issue. With fuel costs, commercial compa- 
nies are reducing travel as much as possible, 
so home delivery is not the issue. The issue is 
someone coming from Florida or California 
to camp — and studies show people are doing 
this each year — hauling firewood the whole 
way. The majority of the issue is firewood 
associated with camping, Lombard said. 

“It’s unbelievable how far people will move 
with the firewood,” Lombard said, adding the 
ban helps prevent infestations of all kinds of 
forest pests, not just Asian longhomed beetles. 
Most states simply ban out-of-state firewood. 
But New Hampshire isn’t a large state. “We 
felt like we had to give people some opportu- 
nity to get some firewood from local vendors 
that might be just across the border,” Lombard 
said, adding people can get agreements from 
the state to bring in firewood from border 
counties in other states, with the exception of 
western Massachusetts, which is likely infest- 
ed with the emerald ash borer. The emerald 
ash borer is considered the most destmctive

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invasive species in North America. 

Biologists take confiscated firewood com- 
ing in from out of state and place the wood 
in rearing barrels to allow insects to emerge. 

“I’ll tell you, it’s pretty impressive,” Lom- 
bard said. “I can tell you for every stick of 
wood that we have confiscated, they all had 
insects in it. There was an average of 35 insects 
per stick of wood. And so, imagine the volume 
of firewood flowing into New Hampshire.” 
Surveys suggest that 40 percent of people 
coming from out of state to camp are bringing 
their own firewood. 

Some states have banned firewood move- 
ment of more than 50 miles within state. With 
New Hampshire so small and no current infesta- 
tion, Lombard said officials thought that would 
be too stringent. Still, biologists would prefer 


someone in southern New Hampshire not trans- 
port firewood to the White Mountain National 
Forest — but doing so wouldn’t be illegal. 

Check the filter 

The last two summers, biologists have collect- 
ed insects from people’s pool filters and sorted 
through them. Lombard said more than 6,000 
beetles have been collected, none identified as the 
Asian longhorn beetle. But pool filter surveys are 
resource-intensive. This year, biologists are ask- 
ing residents to take pictures of what they find in 
their filters and to send them to Lombard.

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Social issues at Statehouse 


GOP strikes while majority is hot

Last year, activity in the House was about 
the state budget. This year, the social issues 
train has certainly left the station in the New 
Hampshire House of Representatives. 

It’s hard to imagine that any focus Repub- 
licans give to bills like House Bill 1659, 
which would require a 24-hour waiting peri- 
od before an abortion, would help them in 
November. But that’s probably not the point. 

Analysts have said that Republicans have 
historically large majorities now and aren’t 
likely to hold onto them come November. 
With that in mind, many suggest Republicans 
need to tackle these issues now, even if they 
are issues New Hampshire and its libertarian 
streak haven’t historically cared much about. 
But is there a risk in energizing Democrats? 

There is something interesting going on 
with House Bill 1659. On Wednesday, March 
14, the House approved the bill 189-151, but 
the next day the House reversed its decision 
and sent the bill to committee for review. 
What’s interesting is that the Senate, prob- 
ably a more moderate body anyway, doesn’t 
appear to have any interest in going there. 

The bill would require a 24-hour waiting peri- 
od. The bill had read that a violation of the waiting 
period would be a felony and punishable by a 
three- to seven-year prison sentence, but a House 
committee voted this week to remove the crimi- 
nal charges. Women would be required to be told 
about their fetus’s brain and heart development, 
be provided with a video and educational materi- 
als on abortion, and be told the state urges them to 
reach out to an adoption agency. 

Not surprisingly, the opposition responded. 

“We are facing a full-scale attack on wom- 
en’s health under Speaker Bill O’Brien,” said 
Jennifer Frizzell, senior policy adviser for 
Planned Parenthood of Northern New Eng- 
land, in a statement. “In the past 15 months 
the New Hampshire House has adopted five 
times the number of restrictions on women’s 
health care than in all the 37 years prior since 
Roe V Wade. Despite this frightening trend, 
we recognize a growing bipartisan opposition 
to O’Brien’s anti-women’s health agenda.” 

Same-sex marriage repeal 

Along with two other abortion-related bills, the 
House has a same-sex marriage repeal bill to deal 
with. Rep. David Bates, R- Windham, has includ- 


ed a referendum on his bill 

a that would put the issue of 

same-sex marriage before 
voters. The state has a 
same-sex marriage law, 
which Bates is seeking 
to repeal. If the question 
went before voters, it 
would be non-binding — 
even if voters supported 
the current law, repeal would still happen. Bates 
said in reports he and legislators would accept the 
will of the people. Bates has written several bills 
that would essentially repeal the state’s same-sex 
marriage law, which was enacted in 2008. 

The assumption is that Gov. John Lynch 
would veto any repeal effort, though his 
support of the same-sex marriage law was 
lukewarm. The guess is that Lynch would 
have preferred not to have had to deal with 
the issue to begin with. 

A University of New Hampshire Survey 
Center poll released last fall reported 29 per- 
cent of residents supported repealing the law, 
50 percent strongly opposed repeal and 12 per- 
cent somewhat opposed repeal. Exit polls at the 
presidential primary in January were similar. 

The House squashed a bill that would have 
allowed wedding service providers to refuse 
service to gay couples if it conflicted with their 
religious beliefs. The vote wasn’t close, but 
even some in support of same-sex marriage 
repeal probably cringed, from a re-election 
standpoint, at the fact that the House even had 
to hear that one. As evidenced by comments 
by Senate President Peter Bragdon in an inter- 
view with the Hippo, the Senate is keeping its 
head down and pushing for more legislation 
that helps businesses and the economy. 

Right to work is back 

The House passed right-to-work legislation 
last week, though not by a veto-proof major- 
ity. Last year. Lynch vetoed the legislation, and 
while the Senate overrode the veto, the House 
came up short. It was one of the biggest battles 
at the Statehouse last year and probably will be 
again. Right to work is related to collective bar- 
gaining and would eliminate requirements that 
state workers join unions, and that workers who 
opt out of unions be forced to pay union dues. 
Opponents say state law already protects workers 
who opt out of unions. The risk for Republicans 
in bringing the legislation up is, again, how much 
it energizes the opposition. 
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No one asks 
to get hurt.

The Senate recently passed an educa- 
tion funding amendment. What are your 
thoughts on this particular amendment? 

Certainly, this is a very important thing for 
the state moving forward. We’re in agree- 
ment with the governor that we need to be 
able to target aid to the neediest eommunities. 

What about the mood of the state? Ls it 
ready for this? 

I think so, yeah. It allows the people to 
vote in November. I think the people are def- 
initely willing to do it. Gov. John Lyneh is 
behind it. We have bipartisan support in the 
Senate. We’re hoping the House will sup- 
port it. We’re hoping to move it along to the 
voters. 

With the majorities Republicans have,,, do 
you feel like the Senate has accomplished 
what you ^d hoped? 

We knew what the big areas, the major 
goals would be. Obviously, in the first year, 
it was the budget erisis, whieh had us $600 
million to a billion dollars in the hole if we 
did nothing.... That took all of the time in the 
first year. In the seeond year, we’re foeused 
on more eeonomie issues and foundation- 
al business eoneems. We feel if businesses 
are going to be sueeessful, if they’re going to 
grow, then that’s what they need. 



You ^re saying eco- 
nomic and financial 
issues are the focus, 
obviously. Has there 
been a risk in focus- 
ing too much on social 
issues? 

In the Senate, we’ve 
been foeused on the bud- 
get and the eeonomy. Usually, any bills, they 
eome from the House — we’ll deal with them, 
but the foeus we’ve had is on the budget and 
spending, and that’s jobs and the eeonomy. 


When you^re out in communities talk- 
ing with constituents, whaCs the response 
been? 

Generally people the last four or five years 
have been having to tighten their belts and 
live within their means. For the most part, 
they’re glad to see the state doing the same 
thing. Where we had out-of-eontrol spend- 
ing, when everyone else was eutting baek, 
they understand what we’re doing. We’re 
making deeisions for the next several years. 


Looking ahead now, what are your main 
priorities? 

We still have the next eouple of weeks 
to work on our bills. We’ll foeus on issues 
we think are eritieal to our eeonomie sue- 
eess.... Some of that stuff doesn’t generate a 
lot of headlines. Corporate laws haven’t been 
revamped in 20 years, so we’ve lost some 
ground in that area. Organizational statutes, 
we’ll foeus on those. Legislation to make 
it both easier for new businesses to start in 
New Hampshire and for larger businesses to 
stay here. We’re trying to give some eonsis- 
teney in regulations aeross the state. 


There has been a lot of legislation to 
reduce regulations and to make it easier for 
businesses to thrive. How did we get to this 
point where we’re so far behind in those 
areas? 

I’m not really sure. We’re taking a big-pie- 
ture look at it and foeusing on foundational 
issues and how business laws are struetured. 
I ean’t say how we fell behind. But it’s been 
10 to 20 years sinee we’ve looked at some of 
these laws on eorporations, and even LLCs 
have now been reexamined and gone over. . . . 


What’s the response you’ve gotten from 
businesses? I’m guessing it’s been positive. 
Yes. I think they’re pleased. I think the 
numbers probably show it out. Business- 
es have hired thousands of new people; the 
number of people who are unemployed has 
fallen. Businesses are starting to have a lit- 
tle more eonfidenee. They’re starting to have 
the freedom to do what they need to do. Men 
and women are starting their own business- 
es with a little less bureaueratie response. It’s 
been good. — Jeff Mucciarone

It was a foul plagued game that had Pioneers’ Megan Jackson and Kelley Flynn battling 
foul trouble all night. Trinity grabbed a 22-15 lead at the half but it tightened to just 3 at 45-42 as the clock dropped under 4 minutes 
left. That’s when with 4 fouls Jackson threw caution to the wind to take 2 huge charges to deny the Green Wave on the offensive 
end while Jillian Martin and Katie Larkin were sticking free throws to put Trinity in control down the stretch. Flynn and Jackson 
shook off their foul trouble to grab 10 and 17 rebounds respectively. Kelley’s 15 points was game high for Trinity while Larkin and 
Martin chipped in with 14 and 10 respectively as in a true team effort the Pioneers got that elusive first state title with a 56-48 win 
in what surely was another great event for Manchester.

Sports Glossary 

Bobby Jones: Not to be confused with 
the fabulous golfer of the 1920s and ’30s, 
this was the spindly 6’9” forward for Dean 
Smith’s UNC Tar Heels in the early ’70s 
and member of the U.S. Olympic basketball 
team that had the gold medal stolen when 
the officials let the Russians replay the final 
seconds 3 times before they scored. Start- 
ed career with Denver of the ABA instead 
of Houston Rockets, who picked him fifth 
overall in the 1972 NBA draft. Joined NBA 
with Denver in 1976 merger and became an 
un-hated member of the reviled 76ers in a 
swap for George McGinnis a year later. The 
career averages are 12 and 6, so the numbers 
aren’t gaudy. But he was a glue guy who 
did all the things that help you win even if it 
meant not starting even one game in any of 
his first seven seasons when he was clearly a 
starter disguised in super-sub clothing. 

Cookie Gilchrist: All-time, all-time Buf- 
falo Bill fi*om early days of the AFL. One 
of the rare players who did play college and 
signed a contract to play with the Cleveland 
Browns while a JUNIOR in high school. 
Problem is the signing was NFL-illegal, so 
after the deal went awry he went north of 
the border, where he was the CFL’s top run- 
ner for 6 years. Shuffied off to Buffalo after 
that, where he mshed for 900 or more yards 
5 straight times when he was also All- AFL 
in 4 of those years. Ran for 986 yards as 
the Bills won the 1964 AFL title, then was 
promptly traded for a guy — Billy Joe — 
who’s still looking for a last name. Note 
to profootball-reference.com: It’s time to 
update his page because the Cooskter sadly 
passed in January 2011. 

Anthony Davis: The only one in a line 
of great USC tailbacks not to win the Heis- 
man at tailback U. He nearly did, though, 
after bursting on the scene to score six TDs 
against Notre Dame in 1972. But his two 
years as an All-American happened at the 
same time the only two-time Heisman win- 
ner, Archie Griffin, was all doing it at Ohio 
State. They also called him A. D. — which 
is kind of ironic, since the current AD at 
USC is Pat Haden, who was the QB for the 
Trojans when Davis was there and the AD 
then was John McKay, who was the father 
of Haden’s favorite target then, J. K. McKay.

What would Lazarus do? 

StageCoach premieres play based on Bible story

It’s not every day that a play based on a biblieal story is 
written and produeed. 

But four years ago, Tom Anastasi was reading the story of 
Lazarus in ehureh and was inspired to write and direet a play 
about it. 

‘T thought this eould be a really good play, and I intend- 
ed for it to be a one-aet,” said Anastasi, who is an author and 
award-winning playwright. “I thought that ‘Lazarus’ would be 
the first aet, and the story of the Prodigal Son would be the 
seeond aet. But as I investigated [the story], it turned into a 
full-length play.” 

Nashua’s StageCoaeh Produetions will present the world 
premiere of Anastasi’s Lazarus Friday, Mareh 23, through 
Sunday, Mareh 25, at Daniel Webster College in Nashua. 

The first aet of the play explores the Gospel of John story of 
Lazarus, in whieh Jesus restores Lazarus to life after his death. 
The seeond aet delves into Lazarus’ friendship with Jesus, 
ineluding a diseussion of what it was like for them to be resur- 
reeted, Anastasi says. 

“We know that in the Bible, Lazarus was ealled Jesus’ 
friend,” Anastasi said. “He is the only person mentioned as 
[being] his friend. ... Jesus lived at Lazarus’ house when he 
was not traveling around. The play explores questions we all 
have, [sueh as] how does Jesus talk to friends? How does any- 
body really talk to a friend after a tough day? Lazarus gets to 
ask Jesus all of the questions we would love to ask him if he 
was living in our house.” Anastasi laughs. “There are light and 
serious parts. It’s about their relationship.” 

Anastasi says that his east — Erie Eastman as Lazarus, Dan 


Merriman as Jesus, Matt Kasnetz as Peter, Mare Murai as 
Judas, and Miehele Bossie and Christa Zuber as Martha and 
Mary — embraeed the ehallenge of remaining true to the bib- 
lieal story while also bringing Anastasi’s artistie vision to life. 
Direet quotes from the seripture are woven into the play along- 
side Anastasi’s written dialogue. 

“The other ehallenge was thinking about how people aeted 
2,000 years ago,” said Anastasi, who teaehes at Daniel Web- 
ster College. “We have made [the language] modem but with 
respeet to the seripture.” 

To make sure the Bible story was represented as aeeurately 
as possible, Anastasi held several read-throughs with pastors, 
Bible seholars and regular ehureh-goers. 

“People think that seeing the play is going to be like going 
to ehureh, but it’s not an ‘eat your broeeoli’ play, [meaning] 
‘Wateh this beeause it will be good for you.’ It’s entertain- 
ing and funny. The light parts are light and the serious parts 
are serious.” 

Eastman, who has known and worked with Anastasi for 
about a deeade and who plays Lazams, said he was drawn 
to the produetion beeause of his tmst in Anastasi’s storytell- 
ing ability. 

“His spirit always eomes aeross in his seripts,” said East- 
man, who spent a few years as a Christian missionary in the 
1980s. “He is an optimist, and his seripts eause anyone who’s 
paying attention to rethink his [or her] own eynieism. 

“He has a sense of enthusiasm about the subjeet matter 
itself,” Eastman added. “It’s very infrequently that you find 
biblieal themes dramatized without it eoming aeross as an 
infomereial for religion.” 

Eastman, like Anastasi, says that at its heart, the play is 
about relationships and the humanity of Jesus.

“Whatever it is we know about these people from the 
Bible, the faet is that they were people,” said Eastman, who 
is elose friends with Merriman and has aeted with him in the 
past. “They give eaeh other hugs, they drink juiee, they have 
dreams and disappointments, all that stuff. That’s the thread 
that weaves the whole thing together.” 

Anastasi says he hopes to eontinue produeing the play past 
its StageCoaeh mn. There are not a lot of Easter plays, and 
“this amazing Gospel story” is one “that needs to be told,” he 
said.

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A voice transformed 

Cardella went from Aerosmith to classical tenor

Roughly 14 years ago, Don Sommese was 
driving in Nashua when a rendition of the 
saered hymn “Via Dolorosa” streamed out 
from his radio. 

“It was the first time I ever heard that song,” 
a song whieh Sommese later learned has been 
sung by “all the great tenors,” ineluding Andrea 
Boeelli, he said. 

Sommese was so moved by the powerful 
voiee that he decided to call up the radio station 
to find out who it was. 

“It was the first time I ever really did some- 
thing like that,” Sommese said. He learned that 
the voice crooning through his radio was that 
of Italian- American tenor Frederico Cardella. 
And as luck would have it, Cardella would be 
performing a church concert in Quincy, Mass., 
the following week. 

Sommese, who is active in St. Mark’s 
Knights of Columbus in Londonderry, said he 
was so captivated by Cardella that he brought 
his wife and father-in-law to the concert the 
next week. He introduced himself to the ten- 
or after the show and kept in touch with him, 
eventually arranging for Cardella to sing at a 
Knights of Columbus benefit concert in Man- 
chester in 1998. 

Cardella will bring his powerful voice and 
adult contemporary and classical pop style to 
New Hampshire once again, this time for St. 
Mark’s Knights of Columbus’ Concert Series 
on Friday, March 23, at the Stockbridge The- 
atre in Derry. 

Cardella will sing sacred hymns along with 
contemporary music. The Londonderry High 
School Drumline, Londonderry student-musi- 
cian Marissa Russell, vocalist Rosemarie Kelly 
and an ecumenical choir will also perform. Bri- 
an Templeton, the frontman of blues-rock duo 
Radio Kings, will be the concert’s Master of 
Ceremonies. 

The event is the second concert of the series 
and will raise proceeds for the Rosemarie Cox 
Scholarship Fund, which was established in 
honor of former Knights leader Tom Cox’s 
daughter, who died in a car accident in 2003. 
The annual scholarship of $500 will be award- 
ed to a graduating high school senior from St. 
Mark’s Church. If funds allow, a second high 
school senior in Londonderry will be awarded 
a scholarship, said Sommese, who has lived in 
Londonderry for 25 years. 

The Knights will also be joined by the Girl 
Scouts of the Green and White Mountains, 
who will hold a silent auction during the event 
to raise money for their Girl Scouts Beyond 
Bars program. The program allows Girl Scouts 
with mothers in Goffstown’s women’s state 
prison to visit their mothers and involve them 
in troop meetings. 

Cardella, who grew up in Boston and now 
lives in Wilmington, N.C., has come a long 
way from his start singing in churches and

coffee houses. He is currently working with 
Grammy Award-winning composer-produc- 
er Rudy Perez on an album, and Metropolitan 
Opera legend Jerome Hines has called his 
voice “not of this world.” 

Before recognizing his gift as a tenor, Cardel- 
la sang in a classic rock band as a teenager. 
When he was in college at William & Mary, 
Cardella was approached by a music director, 
who literally pulled the plug on a band practice, 
shutting down all the lights and power. 

“She told me, ‘Young man, you have one 
of the best voices I’ve ever heard natural- 
ly, and you’re going to ruin it singing this 
stuff,”’ Cardella said. The director even 
called his mother, a soprano, and his aunt, an 
operatic soprano. 

“They all ganged up on me,” he said. 

Cardella quit the band and started taking 
voice lessons, eventually transforming his 
style. He says he was inspired by renowned 
tenor Luciano Pavarotti. 

“It was very difficult because a lot of my 
identity was singing the wild man music,” he 
said. “I loved that kind of music. Growing up in 
Boston, I was a big Aerosmith fan. But I decid- 
ed to try this other kind of singing. I knew I 
was a tenor but I didn’t know — everybody 
says they’re a tenor [and] I had a lot of peo- 
ple who thought I was deluded. I had to believe 
in myself” 

Sommese, who said Cardella’s 1998 per- 
formance in Manchester drew 500 people, 
has high hopes for the event, which he calls a 
“high-class entertainment experience.” 

Cardella, who has been inspired by music 
from a young age, says he sings for the same 
reason: to inspire others. 

“A singer’s primary purpose is to encour- 
age and inspire love, faith, hope and 
passion,” he said.

The biggest battle yet 

Police and Fire face off in hockey tournament

The red-hot rivalry between firefighters and 
polieemen will be settled, for the time being, 
at the fifth annual Battle of the Badges on 
Saturday, Mareh 31, at 5 p.m. at the Verizon 
Wireless Arena in Manehester. 

New Hampshire firemen and polieemen 
have gone head-to-head in a fieree hoekey bat- 
tler the past few years, and right now the seore 
is tied up — NH Fire: 2, NH Poliee 2. Previ- 
ous games have drawn fans from all over the 
state, not only beeause of the intense rivalry 
but also beeause of what the game represents. 
One hundred pereent of the funds raised in this 
hoekey tournament go direetly to the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital at Barmouth (CHaD). 

The theme this year, as it is every year, is 
bigger and better. What started out as a fun, 
upbeat game in 2008 has beeome one of 
the most-antieipated hoekey games in New 
Hampshire and one of the largest fundraisers 
for CHaD, having raised about $600K in its 
first four years. 

The New Hampshire Fire team has been 
working with the Manehester Monarehs the 
past few weeks, getting some eoaehing on 
game strategy and teehnique. Many players on 
both sides have played high sehool and eol- 
lege hoekey. 

The rivalry has grown, said Mieky Drouin 
of Dover Fire and Reseue. Last year, more 
than 5,000 fans lined the stands, and he expeets 
about 6,000 to be there this year. 

“It’s ehanged so mueh sinee our first year,” 
Drouin said. 

It’s a lot of work, being a firefighter or 
poliee offieer in Battle of the Badges. What 
may seem like a one-weekend event is aetu- 
ally a six-month eommitment. Tryouts are 
in the fall, and praetiees run throughout the 
season, said Elizabeth Clarke of CHaD Com- 
munity Relations. In addition to the praetiees, 
the players are working to raise money for the 
eause. 

Both teams had raised about $91,000 total 
this year, aeeording to the event website 
(ehadhoekey.org), at press time; the number 


has been steadily inereasing and will no doubt 
eontinue to inerease as we get eloser to game 
time. There’s a eompetitive element to the fun- 
draising as well, and neither team is letting up 
any time soon. 

NH Fire held a Dover Bowl-a-thon on Sun- 
day, Mareh 18, and will be hosting another 
fundraising event on Friday, Mareh 23, at 7 
p.m. at the Halligan Tavern (the old Firehouse 
at 32 W. Broadway in Derry) — the publie is 
invited to join in for raffles, prizes and more. 

Mike Dore of Nashua PD has been the high- 
est fundraiser for multiple years, and he’s 
looking to be this year’s big winner. His goal 
this year is to raise $15,000. He’ll find out 
whether he made this goal when he raffles off 
a Harley Davidson on Mareh 30. Tiekets are 
$100 apieee. Contaet him at dorem@nashua- 
pd.eom to purehase a raffle tieket. 

“You don’t really understand the good 
you’re doing until you take the trip to the hos- 
pital and see the ehildren’s eyes light up,” Dore 
said. Seeing their eourage gives Dore motiva- 
tion to eontinue to raek in the big bueks for 
the hospital, as does the kindness of the peo- 
ple at CHaD itself. “I like that they don’t turn 
anybody away, and that everything raised goes 
direetly to the ehildren,” Dore said. 

This year, the hoekey players also have 
“CHaD buddies,” hospital patients they’ve 
met and skated with, kids who will look up 
to the New Hampshire Fire and Poliee hoek- 
ey players. 

“As you talk with different people and hear 
how CHaD has affeeted so many lives, it tugs 
at your heartstrings,” he said. “How eould you 
not want to take part?” Drouin said. 

Pete Favreau of the Manehester Poliee 
Department has been involved with the game 
sinee its ineeption in 2008, but it was the year 
later that he really grew to love the hospital. 
He has a more intimate relationship with the 
hospital than most players — his now 13-year- 
old daughter, Emily, beeame part of the CHaD 
family when she fell from a roek ledge and 
had brain surgery at CHaD. 

“For me, it’s so mueh more about the eause 
than it is about the game,” Pete said. His 
daughter, in partieular, was so touehed by the

kindness at the Children’s Hospital at Dart- 
mouth that she has gone on to speak about 
her experienee at eommunity and fundrais- 
ing events. She’s also beeome a young author 
due the aeeident and hospital experienee she 
had at age 9 — her ehildren’s book. Dear Dr. 
Duhaime, is a story she wrote for a PBS story- 
writing eontest, Favreau said. 

“Every time she goes baek, they know her. 
She eonneets with different people at eaeh vis- 
it, and I think they really aet as an inspiration 
to her,” Favreau said. 

Some of the funds raised will go the Child 
Life program. Child Life speeialists are pedi- 
atrie health eare professionals who work with 
patients to help them manage stress and under- 
stand medieal proeedures. 

“A ehild is a ehild, no matter what. You 
put them in an environment they’re not eom- 
fortable in, not familiar with, and everything 
is exponentially highlighted,” Clarke said.

Can you tell me anything about this piece 
of, I think, silver? It doesn 't match any oth- 
er piece that we have inherited from my 
folks. What was it for? 

Karla in Raymond 

Dear Karla, 

Your spoon is a piece of Georg Jensen 
Sterling. The date of this mark that you 
showed in your pictures is from the early 
1900s. There is a long and interesting sto- 
ry about Jensen and all the work he did. 
He wasn’t just a silversmith; he produced 
sculptures, as well. 

The most common Jensen items I see in 
my business (and may I say his work isn’t 
common; it’s very hard to find) are flatware 
and jewelry, all of which are fantastic and 
have great form and style. 

Your piece, marked with the early mak- 
er’s mark, was made while Jensen was alive. 
He died in 1935. There are many Jensen 
marks, some of which are recent, because 
even after his death Jensen wares were still 
made by other silversmiths under his name. 
You can still purchase pieces made today in 
the same style with his recent mark. 

Your spoon, Karla, is one of many pat- 
terns he created. It’s called “pea pod,” or 



at least that is what I was taught — when 
you do research on it, the pattern comes up 
as No. 41. I think it is a jam server or jelly 
spoon. Because his pieces were so unique 
in form, it’s tough to tell. 

Karla, your piece is a really great piece of 
Danish sterling, by a great maker. If you’re 
really interested, spend some time reading 
about Jensen and his work. 

The value is in the $200 range for this 
piece. Different patterns of his flatware and 
marks make the value vary, but you can 
always count on any of his pieces being 
sought after.

Maple family outing 

Make your own syrup or trek to a sugar house

This year, February eame with bonuses. 
There was the extra day due to leap year. We 
had less snow than usual (though if you were 
waiting to hit the slopes, “bonus” might not 
be the word you’d use for that). If you make 
maple syrup like Brian Folsom of Folsom’s 
Sugar House in Chester, the whole month of 
February eould aptly be deseribed as a bonus. 
Folsom said this February his sugar house 
made more syrup than it did the same month 
last year. He started tapping his sugar maple 
trees on Feb. 6 and began boiling sap the next 
day, one week earlier than the season’s start 
in 2011. 

“February is the bonus month,” Fol- 
som said, explaining that most maple syrup 
operators expeet to do the majority of their 
syrup-making in Mareh. 

“Bonus” eould also deseribe what awaits 
the many families who will visit Folsom’s 
sugaring operation to take in the sweet aro- 
ma of boiling sap and imagine that liquid gold 
pooling on their paneakes at home. In addi- 
tion to the sugar house, the Folsoms have a 
store that earries maple eandy, eream, syrup, 
taffy (sometimes known by the Canadian term 
“tire”), eookies, barbeeue sauee, sugar, pop- 
eorn and mustard. 

This year, Folsom and his wife, Susan, 
bought their first maple eream maehine, 
aeeording to their website, after burning out 
many mixers over the years. Folsom said 
maple eream is a 100-pereent maple produet, 
eooked and then mixed to the eonsisteney of 
peanut butter. Some restaurants in New Eng- 


land spread it on top of thiek sliees of bread, 
whieh they then briefly grill, or heat it under a 
broiler to make maple toast. 

There is plenty of syrup for sale, as well as 
samples of syrup to try. During New Hamp- 
shire Maple Weekend, Mareh 24 and Mareh 
25, they’ll offer maple walnut iee eream with 
syrup on top, Folsom said. Visitors will be 
able to see about 20 taps right around the sug- 
ar house — a small fraetion of the 500 taps the 
Folsoms have throughout town. 

For those families eyeing the sugar maple 
trees in their own yard, Folsom’s sells a do-it- 
yourself kit for $14. The kit ineludes a bueket, 
a lid and a spile, whieh is the spout that gets 
tapped into the tree to drain the sap. Today, 
spiles are most likely made of plastie or metal 
instead of wood. Folsom said DIYers will also 
need a 5/16 drill bit to drill a H/ 2 -ineh hole 
into a sugar maple to fit the spile into the tree 
trunk. Folsom said the hole should be drilled 
at a eomfortable height on a tree with a diam- 
eter of at least 12 inehes. Seeure your bueket 
to the spile, replaeing the lid to keep out rain- 
water, bugs and debris. Don’t forget to eheek 
your bueket frequently, beeause if the sap is 
really running, it ean fill pretty quiekly. Fol- 
som said ideal eonditions for a good sap run 
are eold nights (below freezing) with rapidly 
warming days. 

This time of year, it may be hard to deter- 
mine whieh trees in your yard are sugar 
maples. Folsom said you ean look for leaves 
around the base of the tree, to see if any have 
the bright yellow, orange and red eolors that 
sugar maples display in the fall. Folsom said 
you also ean look to see if any buds are begin- 
ning to form on the tree. He said the buds on 


a sugar maple will be eylindrieal in shape, 
while those on a red maple, for example, will 
be bigger and redder. 

Folsom said it takes about 40 gallons of 
sap to make a gallon of syrup, so he figured 
that about 10 gallons of sap should make a 
quart of syrup. Onee your bueket is full, Fol- 
som said, it’s best to filter the sap, using large 
eoffee filters, to remove any bugs or debris. 
Online sites also suggest using filters made 
out of Orion or wool. 

While Folsom said he’s heard of people 
putting a pot of sap on a woodstove for a slow 
simmer, he reeommends using an outside grill 
or eamp stove. Otherwise, the same billows of 
stieky steam you see rising in a sugar house 
eould appear in your kitehen and be landing 
on surfaees. Folsom said ideally you’d want 
to use a large- seale thermometer or a eandy 
thermometer to monitor the temperature of 
the sap while boiling. The sap should reaeh 
a temperature of 7 degrees Fahrenheit above 
the boiling point for water — Folsom said 
that water doesn’t boil at the same tempera- 
ture every day due to ehanges in barometrie 
pressure. Depending upon how teehnieal you 
want to be, he said you eould first boil water 
on your kitehen stovetop, note the boiling 
point and then add 7 degrees. For example, 
Folsom said if the water boils at about 212 F, 
you would want your sap to reaeh a boiling 
point of 219 F. 

Whether you are monitoring the tempera- 
ture or not, Folsom said you’ll know you’ve 
reaehed the eorreet eonsisteney when you 
stiek a spoon in the liquid and see a strand 
of syrup forming as you begin to remove 
the spoon. He said in sugaring, this is ealled

“sheeting.” Folsom said you should filter the 
syrup again after boiling to remove niter, also 
ealled sugar sand, whieh is made up of the 
natural minerals in sap. Niter, Folsom warned, 
aets as a natural laxative. 

It’s best to put your syrup in storage eon- 
tainers while it’s still hot and store it in the 
refrigerator.

GARDENING GUY 

Grow something new 

Try some Happy Rich or Piracicaba

Spring is coming, spring is coming! The 
robins and red-winged blackbirds are back. 
Cardinals are singing their mating songs. It’s 
too early to do anything outside in the garden 

— or even for starting most things by seed 
indoors. But this is the time to make deci- 
sions, buy seeds if you haven’t, and plan. I 
want to offer some ideas about plants you 
may not usually grow but should. 

President George H.W. Bush hated broc- 
coli. I can’t imagine why. Broccoli is not 
only tasty fresh, it’s great all winter if you 
freeze and store it properly. But maybe, if he 
reads this column on the Internet (www.gar- 
dening-guy.com), he’ll be willing to try one 
of the lesser-known broccoli relatives that I 
grow and love. Happy Rich is one. Piracica- 
ba is the other. Let me sing their virtues. 

Happy Rich is a hybrid green created by 
crossing broccoli with something called 
gallon or Chinese kale. According to the 
Johnny’s seed catalog (www.johnny seeds, 
com), it is just 55 days to harvest and pro- 
duces lots of florets that “have an excellent 
sweet broccoli flavor.” My standard brocco- 
li, Diplomat, is 68 days to harvest — about 
2 weeks longer. 

I love the flavor of Happy Rich — and 
the name, even though it has not, as yet, 
made me rich. I sometimes eat the leaves 
and stems, too. They steam up nicely, and 
the stems don’t get woody the way broccoli 
stems do. And if you go away for a week and 
the florets turn into full blossoms, they are 
still tasty! It produces until late fall. 

Selected in Brazil for heat tolerance, 
Piracicaba (pronounced “peer-a-Cee-ca- 
bah”) is another broccoli-type plant that does 
not produce a big head but produces lots of 
side shoots. It is like Happy Rich in almost 
all ways. I have grown it a few times but nev- 
er saved any seeds. My usual source doesn’t 
have it this year, but Google helped me find 
seeds: Hudson Valley Seed Library (www. 
seedlibrary.org) has it. This is a small seed 
company that values locally grown, open 
pollinated seeds. Membership (not required) 
is $25 and you get 10 packs of seeds free! I 
joined and ordered lots of seeds, including 
some very interesting tomato varieties. 

Unlike Happy Rich, piracicaba is open pol- 
linated: it is not a hybrid, so I can save seeds. 
Let me digress here for a moment: Modem 
hybrid seeds often produce plants with desir- 
able qualities. Hybrids are created by crossing 
two specific parents. But you can’t general- 
ly do this yourself, as often the parent plants 
are not commercially available. And control- 
ling pollen flow can be complicated. But if 
a catalog calls a plant “open pollinated” or 
“heirloom,” you can save seeds — though 
some insect-pollinated heirlooms need a 
considerable distance between varieties to 
prevent cross-pollination). Squashes and 
pumpkins, for example, hybridize to create 
the “monsters” growing in your compost pile. 

Rutabagas are wonderful root vegetables 

— lam still eating some from last summer. 
They look like turnips but are sweeter and 
nicer. I’ve never had any pests or diseases

on my plants, and they produce lots of food. 
I boil mine, and often mash them like pota- 
toes, or use orange juice instead of milk for a 
slightly different flavor. 

Then there is kale. Some years I put 50 
quart-sized bags of kale in the freezer so that 
I can use kale in soups and stir fries all year. 
The great thing about kale is that, unlike spin- 
ach, it doesn’t lose its texture when frozen or 
cooked. I blanch the kale for about a minute 
in boiling water before freezing (so that the 
enzymes that cause aging are destroyed) and 
it tastes fresh and wonderful right from the 
freezer many months after picking. 

Kohlrabi is one more lesser-known vegeta- 
ble you might want to try this year. I love it. It 
comes in both purple- and green-skinned vari- 
eties. It is a funny-looking plant with stems 
coming out of the above-ground thickened 
stem that is the edible part. I like it raw in sal- 
ads or cooked in a stir fry. Most varieties are 
baseball-sized and only 38 to 45 days to har- 
vest. This year I am trying one from Johnny’s 
Seeds called Kossak, which is 80 days to har- 
vest, but gets to be 8 inches in diameter, and 
keeps in storage for four months! 

Since I am advising you to expand your gar- 
dening and cooking palate, I will do so, too. 
This year I will plant salsify and scorzonera, 
two long, irregular-shaped root crops. Scorzo- 
nera has black skin and white flesh; salsify is 
white-skinned and is sometimes called oyster 
plant. Thomas Jefferson loved it, and grew it 
in quantity — which encourages me to try it. 
Roots of both are 8 to 10 inches long, so it 
needs loose, deep soil, which I have. I found 
seed at Johnny’s Seeds and will plant some 
directly in the soil once it warms up. 

Cooking is the handmaiden of garden- 
ing. If you are adventurous in the kitchen, try 
some new veggies in the garden this year. If 
you discover an exceptional variety, please 
let me know! Just go to my website (www. 
Gardening-guy.com) to contact me.

Ice skating club hosts 48th

No need to drive all the way to D.C. to 
enjoy the history and exeitement of the 
Smithsonian; New Hampshire residents 
ean get the full, live experience at Southern 
New Hampshire’s 48th Annual Ice Revue: 
National Treasures. 

The cast of 80 skaters from the Southern 
New Hampshire Figure Skating Club, tod- 
dler-aged to adult, will bring exhibits to life, 
twirling, leaping and spiraling their way 
through models of the exhibits and zoo of 
the Smithsonian on Saturday, March 3 1 , in 
two shows, at 1 and 7 p.m. at the JFK Coli- 
seum, 303 Beech St., Manchester. 

It’s a time for the skaters to showcase 
what they’ve been working on all year. 

‘T always get really excited the day 
before the show, when we really start com- 
ing together. We work so hard, and we put 
so much energy into it,” said Andrea Man- 
seau, SNHFSC Board member and coach. 
“It’s really the best opportunity to show 
people what we’re doing.” 

The show’s storyline has a group of tour- 
ists weaving their way through the Air 
and Space Museum, the National Zoo, 
the Portrait Gallery, and the Museum of 
American History’s Popular Entertainment 
collection, which displays the famous ruby 
slippers worn by Judy Garland in The Wiz- 
ard of Oz, props from popular TV series 
such as M^A and All in the Family, 
the masks worn in The Lion King on Broad- 
way, Michael Jackson’s hat and the original 
Muppet characters. 

The beginner and advanced skaters will 
bring the exhibits to life, with skaters re- 
enacting the Wright brothers in the first 
flight and paying tribute to pop culture 
icons Edith and Archie Bunker, Marilyn 
Monroe and Elvis. 

The show marks an almost 50-year tra- 
dition of the oldest figure skating club in 
the state, a tradition that show director Teri 
Nordle still appreciates, 48 years after the 
first show she skated in when she was just 
5 years old. 

“Our goal is always to create a show 
that’s memorable to both the audience and 
to the kids involved,” Nordle said. “We 
make it as big as we can every year. The 
show also drives kids to join us. Everyone 
looks forward to it every year,” she said. 

Sixteen-year-old Abby Libby will be 
skating to “My New Philosophy,” and 
16-year-old Chantal Filiau will be skat- 
ing to “Be Prepared,” also from The Lion 
King. Manseau will be skating to a com- 
bination of Elvis tunes, including “Blue 
Suede Shoes,” “Fools Rush In” and 
“Hound Dog.” 

Kathleen Feeney attributes the club’s 
longevity (and its success — the econ- 
omy has caused the skating community 
to dwindle in past years, and many New 
England skating clubs have not survived) 
to the great camaradarie between mem- 
bers. It’s because of the openness of the 
club that Feeney was able to begin skat- 
ing at the club a few years ago, fulfilling

a childhood dream of being a figure skat- 
er. This year, she’ll be one of the few adult 
performers taking part. She’ll skate to Nat 
King Cole’s “Mona Lisa” and bring the 
famous portrait to life. 

Part of the joy in taking part in a show 
like this is seeing the younger participants 
living their dreams. 

“It’s phenomenal seeing them grow 
through the years,” Feeney said. 

Twelve-year-old Caitryn Gibeau and 
13-year-old Mary Jo Libby will spin and 
jump (and lift!) to The Lion Kmg’s “Hakuna 
Matata.” Gibeau will be the sassy Timone, 
sporting a yellow and brown striped jump- 
suit, and Libby will be Pumbaa, clad in 
brown and purple. They’re best friends and 
have been skating together for 10 years. 
It’s a big year for the pair: Each will also 
be skating in her first show solo. Libby will 
skate to “I Just Can’t Wait to be King,” and 
Gibeau’s performance will be to “If I Could 
talk to the Animals.”

Urea is a legitimate expense for Mercedes 



Dear Tom & Ray: 

Can this be true, or are my wife and I just 
gullible? Our dealer claims that we need to 
add “urea” to our BlueTec 350 Mercedes 
engine. With 21,000 miles on the car, we 
have spent almost $200 with the dealer to 
add this “urea. ” Why? What is its purpose? 
Are we being taken for the ultimate luxury- 
car ride, or is this a legitimate cost? — Dan 

TOM: Doesn’t urine have urea in it? 

RAY: Yes, but only at about 1/1 0th of the 
eoneentration the ear requires. So you ean’t 
reeommend that Dan simply pee into the 
tank. 

TOM: OK, I’m erossing that off my list, 
then. 

RAY: Urea refills are a legitimate expense 
for this partieular ear, Dan. And shame on 
the salesman for not diselosing this to you 
when you bought the ear. It’s an added eost 


and ineonvenienee of ownership that you 
had a right to know about. It’s like selling 
someone a dog, and negleeting to mention 
that you have to feed it every day. 

TOM: Here’s why you have to add urea 
to this ear: In order to get diesel engines 

— whieh burn dirtier than gasoline engines 

— to meet new emissions standards in the 
United States, Mereedes (like all diesel- 
engine manufaeturers) had to add some kind 
of system to serub more nitrous oxides out 
of the exhaust. 

RAY: The system Mereedes ehose is a 
urea-based system. When the urea is injeet- 
ed into the hot exhaust, it releases ammonia, 
whieh helps break down about 80 pereent of 
the harmful nitrous oxides. 

TOM: The problem is, you need a eonstant 
supply of urea. In order to keep ear owners 
from simply letting the urea bottle run dry 
and forgetting about it, the EPA required that 
the ear stop running if it runs out of urea. So 
you have no ehoiee, Dan. 

RAY: Mereedes says that a 7. 5 -gallon 
supply should eover about 12,000 miles of 
driving. So it suggests that you get the urea 
tank refilled every 10,000 miles, when you 
bring your Mereedes in for its regular oil, fil- 
ter and wallet serviee. 

TOM: Aside from the potential ineon- 
venienee of that, Mereedes estimates the 
expense at about $1,500 for every 100,000 
miles you drive. 

RAY: Of eourse, like everything else you 
do at a Mereedes dealership, you’ll pay more 
to get your urea topped up there. So if the 


expense is a eoneern, you might look around 
for an independent shop that speeializes in 
German ears. You’ll pay less of a premium 
there. 

TOM: You ean buy your own urea (under 
the Mereedes brand name “AdBlue,” or as 
another brand) and learn how to add it your- 
self, if you really want to eut your expenses. 

RAY: Isn’t it a good thing you’re saving 
all that money with your high-mileage die- 
sel, Dan? Otherwise, how would you be able 
to afford all that urea? 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

When I was filling my engine with new oil, 
pine needles fell into the oil and are now in 
the engine. The little stem that went in had 
three needles on it, each approximately 4 
inches long (long-leaf pine, Pinus Palus- 
tris). Is this going to hurt my engine? My 
car is a 2011 Honda Accord EX, 4-cylinder. 
— Marissa 

TOM: Oh, good thing it was the Pinus 
Palustris, and not the dreaded Pinus Enginus 
Rebuildis! 

RAY: Your engine’s going to be fine, 
Marissa. There are several things that ean 
happen to these needles, and none of them 
is harmful. 

TOM: The oil fill on this ear is right on top 
of the valve eover. Most likely, the pine nee- 
dles are just sitting there on top of the valve 
train, soaking up oil and doing no harm. And 
they may stay there for years, or deeades, 
without affeeting anything. 

RAY: If they do get in the way of one of 


the earns, they’re soft enough to just be pul- 
verized. Remember, all the engine parts are 
metal. They’d make short work of these 
three little pine needles. 

TOM: Then the pulverized pine needles 
would get eireulated with the other oil that 
gets sent up to the valve train, and the entire 
top of your engine will have a niee, fresh 
seent! Sweet, huh? 

RAY: Eventually, you’ll get rid of these 
needles in one of two possible ways, Marissa: 
If they get ground up, their erushed remains 
will end up either at the bottom of the oil pan 
or in the oil filter, and will be removed next 
time you ehange your oil. 

TOM: Or, 10 years from now, when some 
meehanie removes the valve eover to replaee 
a gasket, he’s going to find a 6-ineh Christ- 
mas tree growing in there. Either way, it’s 
nothing to worry about, Marissa.

The price of gadgets, Part 2 

Details retracted, but the larger story remains

Back in January, there 
was quite the kerfuffle 
surrounding working eon- 
ditions at Foxeonn, an 
assembler of eleetronie 
produets for Apple and oth- 
er eompanies in China. As 
it turns out, one major souree for those sto- 
ries — Mike Daisey, who ereated a one-man 
show and This American Life episode on the 
subjeet — made a buneh of stuff up. 

Whieh is a shame, beeause while many of 
his personal aneedotes were fabrieated, the 
situations and eonditions he deseribed are 
quite real, and eorroborated by other news 
sourees. 

When The New York Times did its own 
investigation, also in January, it told stories 
of a dust explosion that killed and injured 
workers on an iPad produetion line; “tox- 
ie ehemieal exposures” that left employees 
permanently siek; violations of Apple’s pol- 
ieies that had people working more than 70 
hours per week; and riots and suieides in 
overerowded faetory dormitories. 

None of these faets are in dispute. Dais- 
ey ineorporated them into his monologue, 
but presented the ineidents as if he met the 
people involved. In most eases, he did not. 


treated just as well as Ameriean assem- 
blers would be; if the labor weren’t eheaper, 
why outsouree to China at all? Foxeonn 
announeed last month that it would be rais- 
ing salaries by up to 25 pereent, so that 
most workers would earn the equivalent of 
about $400 per month, based on 160 hours 
of work. Overtime would still be available, 
but not at the exeessive levels that have 
sometimes been required. That probably 
translates to hiring more people; not having 
to pay overtime will help eompensate for 
inereased overhead eosts like training. 

Not that inereased labor eosts would 
affeet the priee of produets that mueh. Mar- 
ket researeh eompany iSuppli estimates 
that all the eomponents making up the base 
model iPad released Mareh 16 eost $306.05. 
Manufaeturing? A mere $10. Sinee the 
iPad sells for $499, there’s plenty of room 
left for profit (and software development, 
and design, and other overhead). The most 
trieked-out model only eosts about $90 
more to produee but sells for $829. 

It’s not immediately elear what exaetly 
that “manufaeturing” entails. Presumably 
it’s just the final assembly step; the man- 
ufaeturing eosts of all the eomponents are 
built into the priee estimates of the eom- 
ponents themselves. If the eomponents are 
also made at Foxeonn, a pay inerease would 
raise those eosts as well. And these are just

Some of them oeeurred at faetories more 
than a thousand miles apart. He didn’t visit 
that many faetories, and the workers eertain- 
ly didn’t travel that far. So they happened, 
they just didn’t happen to him. They were 
dramatizations, not journalism. 

Apple, for its part, has eontinued the 
faetory audits it began several years ago. 
Things eertainly aren’t perfeet, but they’re 
improving, and it makes elear that the 
most objeetionable eonditions are, at least 
offieially, not eondoned by Apple. Regu- 
lar reports are posted at www.apple.eom/ 
supplierresponsibility. 

That doesn’t mean Chinese workers are 


estimates anyway. 

Another thing that’s important to remem- 
ber: Apple isn’t the only one having 
produets assembled by Foxeonn. HP, Dell, 
Samsung and others eontraet out to them, 
and they release their own Foxeonn-brand- 
ed eomputers and eomponents as well. And 
Foxeonn is not the only supplier in China 
and other eountries. They all may feel pres- 
sure to lower eosts, but skimping on worker 
pay and eomfort is not the way to do it.

Culinary students compete to make healthy school meals

Culinary students from Coneord, Nashua 
and Hillsboro-Deering will eompete against 
eaeh other in ereating healthy lunehes for 
their sehools at the New Hampshire Sehool 
Nutrition Assoeiation spring eonferenee at 
Exeter High Sehool on Saturday, Mareh 3 1 . 

For the eompetition, students will have to 
adhere to United States Department of Agri- 
eulture sehool luneh nutrition guidelines and 
ereate reeipes that have the designated ealo- 
rie, sodium and saturated fat eontent. Eaeh 
team of three students must bring enough 
ingredients to prepare six portions of their 
dish in the high sehool kitehen. The meals 
will be adjudieated by a panel of five judges, 
with the sixth portion of eaeh dish displayed 
for members of the nutrition assoeiation. 

The eompetition was modeled after Cook- 
ing Up Change, a Chieago-based initiative 
that ehallenges students enrolled in eulinary 
programs, at sehool or after sehool, to ere- 
ate healthy sehool luneh reeipes. The reeipes 
presented at the eonferenee will be posted on 
the New Hampshire Farm to Sehool website 
for any sehool that would like to use them. 

“The idea is that with the reeipe ingre- 
dients [students] eould souree some of the 
ingredients loeally ... it all goes baek to 
the healthiness and the freshness and, of 
eourse, supporting loeal farmers,” said Stae- 
ey Purslow, New Hampshire Farm to Sehool 
eoordinator, who will oversee the ehallenge. 
Purslow hopes to inelude students from euli- 
nary programs at more sehools in the healthy 
luneh eompetition at the New Hampshire 
Sehool Nutrition Assoeiation fall eonfer- 
enee. She has been approaehed by family & 
eonsumer seienee teaehers from loeal middle 
sehools and hopes to also be able to inelude 
their students in the fall eompetition.

markets and food, said it is never too early 
for ehildren to learn about nutrition. 

“Onee you start eating ... you ean learn 
about making good food ehoiees and learn 
about where food eomes from so you ean 
have that eonneetion,” she said. “It’s really 
important. We all as generations are getting 
further away from understanding where 
food eomes from.” MeWilliam Jellie is also 
a member of the New Hampshire Farm to 
Sehool board. 

“I think there is definitely an interest on 
the part of sehool food serviee direetors to 
provide loeal and nutritious food in eeonom- 
ieal manner,” MeWilliam Jellie said. Some 
food serviee direetors run into diffieulties 
with the eeonomie pieee beeause of tight 
budgets and the number of students they 
need to provide meals for, she said. 

When the New Hampshire Farm to Sehool 
program was ereated in 2003, its first initia- 
tive was to provide loeally grown apples to 


sehools on the seaeoast. The program now 
provides more than just apples to sehools 
statewide as it helps faeilitate partnerships 
between farms and sehools. 

“Every year there is more partieipation 
from farms and sehools ... we have more 
than 45 farms now selling to publie sehools,” 
Purslow said. 

“More and more loeal produeers are inter- 
ested in working with sehools to show them 
that what they offer ean [work] in their eeo- 
nomie model,” MeWilliam Jellie said. “It 
just means in some eases that the sehool has 
to take the raw produet and eonvert it into 
whatever they need for the meal.” 

Unfortunately for some sehools, she add- 
ed, their faeility does not lend itself to 
preparing raw, fresh produets. 

“Some sehools don’t have a kitehen,” she 
said. “They just have a prep area and serv- 
ing area.” 


Four eateries now Certified Local 


Restaurants working with nearby farms; officials debate what counts as local

Four Granite State restaurants have earned 
the Certified Loeal designation, and appliea- 
tions eontinue to roll in. 

“Sometimes all restaurants need a little 
nudge,” said Charlie Burke, president of the 
New Hampshire Farm to Restaurant Connee- 
tion. “If loyal eustomers think their restaurant 
should support loeal farms, they should get 
them to apply.” The Certified Loeal program 
was ereated last summer by the New Hamp- 
shire Farm to Restaurant Conneetion with 
grants from the state department of agrieul- 
ture and Northeast AgEnhaneement. 

Burke said the applieation proeess has 
proved to be a positive experienee for restau- 
rants that have not yet been able to reeeive 
the Certified Loeal designation. 

“We’ve been able to be a resouree for 


them, show them what they ean do, where 
they need to be ... we’ve always viewed the 
point system as a road map for restaurants 
to get the eertifieation,” he said. An intern 
at the Farm to Restaurant Conneetion has 
eompiled a list of New Hampshire farmers 
interested in selling to restaurants in their 
region to better help the organization lend 
suggestions to those seeking the eertifiea- 
tion. Restaurants pay a $35 applieation fee to 
eover the eost of the inspeetion, eertifieation 
stieker and literature related to the program. 

Burke said there may have been some ini- 
tial reluetanee by the restaurant eommunity 
to apply for the program beeause restaura- 
teurs feared their not passing would beeome 
publie knowledge. 

“We’ve been very judieious in not telling 
[whieh restaurants didn’t make it],” Burke 
said, adding that five restaurants are now in 
various stages of the applieation proeess. 


The point system that is used to seore res- 
taurants on their use of loeal produets has 
only been tweaked slightly sinee the start of 
the program, Burke said. The original point 
system has been validated by the variety 
of restaurants that have earned the distine- 
tion, beeause while eaeh eatery is different, 
they have all been able to apply similar loeal 
praetiees. Burke has said it would be “almost 
ineoneeivable” for any restaurant to use 100 
pereent loeal produets. 

An issue in the eertifieation proeess has 
been nailing down the distanee from whieh 
something is soureed for it to be eonsidered 
loeal; some restaurants reeeive their “loeal” 
produets from aeross state lines, Burke said. 

“Our purpose for this program is to pro- 
mote New Hampshire produets and help 
sustain New Hampshire farms, but it would 
be eontrary to the whole idea of buying loeal 
if we exelude farms just aeross the river. 
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mote New Hampshire produets and help 
sustain New Hampshire farms, but it would 
be eontrary to the whole idea of buying 
loeal if we exelude farms just aeross the 
river, over the state line, that need to be 
supported, too,” he said. Restaurants are 
now given full eredit for soureing produets 
less than 10 miles away, and a half point for 
produets eoming in from less than 20 miles. 
“Beyond that they should probably be look- 
ing in New Hampshire,” Burke said. 

There has been diseussion as whether to 
train evaluators to assist with the program, 
should it expand to inelude retail business- 
es that sell produets from New Hampshire 
farms. Creating an evaluator training program 
to expand the eertifieation would eall for an 
additional grant or sponsor, Burke said. 

“Everybody sees the rationale and value, 
but we’re underfunded right now,” he said. 

Burke said the eertifieation gives restaurant 
eonsumer eonfidenee when they’re trying to 
support loeal farms through New Hampshire 
restaurants. “Buying loeal ‘when possible’ 
doesn’t mean anything to a eonsumer,” he 
said. “It might mean [buying loeal] in the 
spring in one ease or it might mean that the 
restaurant owner is really trying but are really 
busy and ean only do it intermittently.” 

“The verifieation means that somebody 
is really doing it, and doing it well,” he said. 

The Certified Loeal program has been 
endorsed and promoted by the New Hamp- 
shire Lodging & Restaurant Assoeiation 
and has reeeived mueh attention on soeial 
media networks, Burke said. “It’s been a 
very positive experienee,” he said. 

The program has also gained the support 
of its partner, the New Hampshire Depart- 
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ment of Agrieulture, Markets and Lood. 

“We’re going to help on the other end 
when there is a eritieal mass and we ean 
ereate a broehure list of all of the eertified 
restaurants,” said Gail MeWilliam-Jellie, 
direetor of the agrieultural division of the 
state department of agrieulture, markets and 
food, who also sits on the New Hampshire 
Larm to Restaurant Conneetion board. 

Me William Jellie said the department of 
agrieulture has reeeived regular inquiries 
from restaurants about the program. 

“When people hear about the program 
they’re intrigued,” she said.

4-H Foods Festival returns 

Kid contestants are serious cooks

Travis Cook is gearing up to pit his 
stuffed shells against his peers’ at the Hills- 
borough County 4-H Loods Lestival, but his 
reeipe is not what you might expeet for a 
17-year-old. Cook will stuff his shells with 
ground goat meat and his own goat milk 
rieotta eheese. 

“It’s always good for them to be able to 
ereate in the kitehen,” said Cook’s mother, 
Julie, of her two ehildren. Cook, of Pep- 
perell. Mass., said her 9-year-old daughter, 
Anastaeia, will likely prepare a ehieken 
Caesar salad for the festival. 

The 2012 Hillsborough County 4-H 
Loods Lestival will mark the first of its kind 
in the Granite State in about five years. The 
initiative to bring baek the event was spear- 
headed by Miehelle Paquette, who used to 
partieipate in the festival with her sister. 
She hopes the festival will be sueeessful 
enough to onee again be held annually. 

“This will be eool event to help them 
learn how to eook a dish,” Paquette said. 
“In my generation . . . our parents taught us 
how to eook nutritious meals. Not a lot of 
families eook and sit down and eat together 
anymore. It’s important ... and it’s impor- 
tant for ehildren to know that good nutrition 
is not having freneh fries, ehieken nuggets, 
hot dogs and pizza every night. That’s not 


what a typieal dinner should be.” 

The foeus of the festival will be dish- 
es prepared by more than 20 Hillsborough 
County 4-H members and Cloverbuds 
ages 5 to 18. Eaeh ehild will ereate a bal- 
aneed menu of his or her own reeipes (the 
younger ones ean use mixes and be assist- 
ed by their parents) that must meet nutrition 
guidelines. Partieipants must bring one dish 
from the menu to the festival and it must be 
served with an appropriate plaee setting — 
a salad with a salad fork, for instanee. 

Paquette said her 5-year-old son plans to 
enter his spaghetti and meatballs. “He’s a 
little ambitious, I think,” she said. All meals 
will be adjudieated and the winners award- 
ed ribbons. The event will be eapped off 
by a potluek dinner during whieh all par- 
tieipants will have a ehanee to enjoy eaeh 
other’s dishes. 

“I think we will be very impressed, I truly 
do,” said Jolee Chase, a 4-H program asso- 
eiate at the University of New Hampshire 
Cooperative Extension in Goffstown, of the 
dishes that will be ereated by the 4-H youth. 

Chase noted the eompetition is a way 
to promote the healthy living aspeet of the 
4-H elub (the four H’s stand for head, heart, 
hands and health). “It’s one of our top ini- 
tiatives,” she said. “There are so many great 
ways that we ean grow and promote healthy 
living, and doing the foods festival on a 
eounty level is a great start.” Chase said she

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hopes to eventually hold a statewide Foods 
Festival eompetition to inelude 4-H organi- 
zations in all eounties. 

The importanee of the youngsters learn- 
ing how to make healthy food ehoiees will 
be stressed at the eompetition through the 
judging proeess, Chase said. 

“It’s very important to know what ingre- 
dients they’re using,” she said. “They may 
be using shortening for the reeipe and the 
judges might say, ‘Is there a healthier oil or 
ingredient you eould use?’ ... It will be a 
great learning experienee for them in that 
sense.” 

Partieipants will also be judged on the 
presentation of their reeipe eard, their 
eommunieation skills and the taste and pre- 
sentation of the dish. Judges will also ask 
the partieipants questions about the differ- 
ent food groups, the eost of the dish and its 
key nutrients. 

“We want them to understand the ehem- 
istry of eooking, not just throw ingredients 
in,” Paquette said. “Following the reeipe is 
important. Having the dish eome out well 
and taste good is important.”

Bagg Lunch goes beyond 

Neighborhood diner has omelets, quiches, pies

Working in a restaurant is in Tammy 
Mooney’s blood. Her mother spent many 
years in the business, and her grandmoth- 
er worked at the now closed Merrimack 
Restaurant in Manchester for more than 
two decades. Mooney worked at the Mer- 
rimack as a teenager. 

Now Mooney, her mother and her 
grandmother — and her father, aunt and 
fiance — spend six days a week work- 
ing together at The Bagg Lunch Diner in 
Goffstown. 

“It’s a family affair here,” Mooney 
said. “It’s fun. It doesn’t even feel like 
coming to work.” 

Mooney opened the 45-seat Mast Road 
eatery in October 2010 after putting her 
criminal justice degree to good use at the 
courthouse. Mooney had first tried her 
hand in the kitchen when she neared the 
end of her tenure at the Merrimack. 

“I thought, ‘I can do this,”’ Mooney 
said. 

Mooney chose to open a diner because 
she enjoys the atmosphere, clientele, 
fast pace and comfort food. She wanted 
The Bagg Lunch Diner to be the neigh- 
borhood go-to spot in Pinardville. In the 
mornings, the red and white tiled coun- 
ter and many of the diner’s booths and 
tables are occupied by tradesmen, some 
of whom will return for lunch. Many oth- 
ers in the weekday crowd are retirees, 
Mooney said. 

“If you come in on the weekend, prob- 
ably about 75 percent of the people know 
each other,” she said. “I come out and 
they’re yelling across the dining room, 
talking about what they’re doing this 
week.” 

Mooney’s 75-year-old grandmother, 
Rita, is often recognized by customers 
from her years at the Merrimack. 

“She runs circles around me — around

all of us,” Mooney said. 

Mooney’s grandmother takes the reins 
on the diner’s daily specials — Chinese 
Pie (shepherd’s pie) on Monday, Stuffed 
Peppers on Tuesday, Meatloaf on Wednes- 
day, Chicken Pot Pie on Thursday and 
Fresh Haddock on Friday. She also leads 
the charge in making the Red Bliss Pota- 
to Salad and Macaroni Salad — “No one 
else is allowed to make it,” Mooney said. 
“It’s her thing; her recipe.” The quiche of 
the day? That’s Rita’s job, too. (Expect to 
see quiches made with broccoli, spinach 
and a variety of other vegetables at the 
diner.) 

Among the popular breakfast items 
at The Bagg Lunch are the Plain Jane 
omelet (just egg, no cheese), the Carni- 
vore Delight omelet (ham, bacon, sausage 
and cheese) and the OF Fashion Break- 
fast Sandwich, which Mooney makes 
with sandwich-sized English muffins, 
two eggs, meat and cheese. The pancakes 
at Bagg Lunch Diner are the size of the 
plate they sit on. When customers order 
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a large stack — three cakes — the next 
time they opt to only request one or two, 
Mooney said. Homemade muffins (blue- 
berry, banana, corn and cranberry orange) 
sit covered on a glass pedestal next to a 
cash register on the diner counter dai- 
ly. On the weekends, customers may see 
such breakfast specials as Bread Pudding 
French Toast, a grilled, dense Texas toast 
with raisins, and homemade Sausage, 
Gravy & Biscuits. 

The diner’s lunch menu is divided 
into “Hot Stuff (the food not the wait- 
ress),” “Sassy Sandwiches,” “Rub-A-Dub 
Clubs” and “Rabbit Food.” Customers 
can opt to have their Rub-A-Dub Clubs 
made with turkey, ham, tuna, chicken sal- 
ad, grilled chicken or hamburger. Popular 
“Hot Stuff’ items include the Reuben 
on Rye (made with in-house-cut corned 
beef) and the Baggzy Burger (topped with 
cheese, bacon and sweet pepper relish). 
All sandwiches are served with a choice 
of onion rings, french fries or potato sal- 
ad. Both the onion rings and french fries 
are cut fresh daily at the diner. 

“You can get frozen fries everywhere. 


You can’t find fresh cut onion rings any- 
where,” Mooney said. “I just wanted to 
stand apart from everyone else.” Soups 
are offered on a rotating basis throughout 
the week, with corn chowder regular- 
ly served on Thursday and fish or clam 
chowder on Friday. 

“Cooking is just fun,” Mooney said. 
“There’s always something different to 
do, new to try.” 

Mooney made sure to feature pie on 
her menu, often a diner staple. She noted 
apple pie as her specialty. 

“I don’t make it with cinnamon, which 
surprises a lot of people,” Mooney said. 
The diner also serves her mother’s banana 
and chocolate cream pies and her grand- 
mother’s pineapple upside down cake.

Apples to applesauce to baked oatmeal 


When I was in college, I worked at a 
camp on Lake Winnipesaukee and had the 
time of my life. In my opinion, nothing 
beats New England in the summer. From 
the boathouse to the dining hall, I have a 
ton of great memories of those summers, 
and I’ll do whatever I can to recreate them 
and revisit them. When it comes to summer 
camp, I am not above living in the past. 

One of my favorite ways to do so is with 
food. Whether it’s recreating that favorite 
dish from your childhood, eating a frozen 
piece of your wedding cake or digging into 
cookie dough to remember your college 
roommates, living in the past tastes great! 
Which leads me to the item I’ve prepared 
this week: Baked Oatmeal. 

At camp, Wednesdays and Sundays began 
with “Lazy Day” breakfasts, where the meal 
was buffet style, a bit later than usual and 
way more relaxed. On these days, the din- 
ing hall would serve baked oatmeal and it 
always went fast. These oatmeal bars were 
a great play on the traditional breakfast but 
were much tastier. When I decided to bake 
them myself, I realized why they were so 
tasty: oil, butter and sugar. Galore. As much 
as I wanted to relive “Lazy Day” breakfast, 
I wanted a healthier option for my (sort of) 
adult self This is where apples come in. 

Apples, while normally a fall food in 
New England, are the kind of fruit that can 
be found all year long in the United States. 



The apples I used for this recipe are from 
Stemilt Growers, the largest organic fruit 
suppliers in the country, whose orchards are 
in both California and Washington. There 
are more than 7,000 varieties of apples 
grown worldwide and it’s up to you to find 
the kinds you like best. For eating raw, I 
prefer Gala. For cooking, I use Pink Lady. 
For applesauce, I like Cortland or Granny 
Smith. I prefer to make my own applesauce 
because I know exactly what is going into 
it (water and apples). It’s so simple to do 
it’s (almost) as easy as opening a jar of the 
ready-made stuff. 

I knew if I took out some of the oil, sug- 
ar and butter in this baked oatmeal recipe 
and replaced them with applesauce, I could 
make this breakfast appropriate for a non- 
camp/real-life/healthy breakfast. I am so 
glad I experimented, because the results 
were delicious! — Allison Willson Dudas 


Baked Oatmeal 

Adapted from Cooking Light and Camp Brookwoods and Deer Run 
To make your own applesauce: Peel, core and chop 4 apples, adding them to saucepan 
along with y4 cup water. Heat apples and water over medium heat, covered for 1 5 minutes 
(until apples are soft). Mash and mix. 

Ingredients: 

4-6 cups oats (I prefer the regular kind to the quick) 

V4 cup brown sugar 
cup pure maple syrup 
y cup raisins 
y cup walnuts (optional) 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 y cups fat free milk 
y cup applesauce 

2 tablespoons butter, melted 
1 large egg, beaten 

Directions: Mix all ingredients together in large bowl. Pour mixture into greased 8x8 bak- 
ing pan and sprinkle V4 cup oats over top. Bake at 375 degrees for 25 to 30 minutes, until 
edges start to brown. Because this is made with applesauce, the results will be moist so that, 
if you insert a knife into the center of it, it may not come out clean. Serve warm or cold, 
depending on preference. Enjoy!

From the Pantry 

Wedding soup 


Mother Nature was kind to us this year, 
blessing us with a mild winter. And with the 
arrival of spring, it’s time to start thinking 
about lighter fare for the warmer days and 
nights. This dish is ideal for the not-quite- 
spring we’re experieneing now. A hearty 
soup ean ward away the ehill while wel- 
eoming in the longer, sunnier days ahead. 

Wedding soup is not exelusive to 
weddings. The name eomes from the “mar- 
riage” of a variety of ingredients. Originally 
known as Minestra Maritata or Pignato 
Grasso in Italian, wedding soup eombines 
broth, noodles, greens and meat (in most 
eases) blissfully. If you’re not a stiekler for 
tradition, the reeipe lends itself to a lot of 
variation by adjusting the reeipe to what 
you have in your pantry. The key ingre- 
dients in the soup (broth and noodles) are 
staples in the pantry. Meanwhile, spinaeh 
and meatballs (or another leafy green and 
meat) ean be substituted or omitted at will. 

Although popular around the eountry, 
wedding soup finds its biggest fan base in 
eastern Ohio and western Pennsylvania, 
espeeially Pittsburgh. It’s there that you’ll 
find it served as a first eourse at many wed- 
dings — people eonsider the soup an energy 
fortifier for the first night of a eouple’s 
marriage. But wedding soup is an easy, pan- 
try-friendly dish even if you’re not headed 
west for any nuptials this spring. 

First, eook your noodles aeeording to the 
instruetions on the paekage. Wide egg noo- 
dles and Aeini de pepe are my favorites to 
work with. Meanwhile, eoat the bottom of a 
saueepan generously with olive oil, adding 
a few heaping spoonfuls of mineed gar- 
lie, and a dash of pepper to taste. Let the 
garlie brown, and then add in the ehieken 
broth. Add the eooked and drained noodles 
to the broth along with the spinaeh, meat- 
balls, more pepper, and a generous amount 
of grated Parmesan eheese. Stir to eombine. 
Something that makes this dish even easier is 
using frozen spinaeh and meatballs. It’s best 
to defrost or thaw the spinaeh (a mierowave 
will do this for you quiekly), drain the juie- 
es, and pat some of the exeess water off with 
paper towel. The frozen meatballs, however, 
ean go direetly from the freezer to the soup. 

Cook until the meatballs are warmed 
through, approximately 25 minutes. You 
ean serve immediately, or wait until the fla- 
vors of the eheese, spinaeh and broth really 
blend to perfeetion. 

Before serving, top the soup with a varia- 
tion on tradition. Historieally, it was eustom 
to eraek an egg and mix with grated Par- 
mesan eheese in eaeh of the bowls you 
were serving before topping with the soup. 
A quieker way to blend tradition and fune- 
tion is to reverse this proeess. In a separate 
bowl, eombine one egg and about one half

of a eup of Parmesan eheese. Stir until the 
mixture resembles the eonsisteney of pan- 
eake batter. Then, while the soup is still hot, 
evenly distribute the egg/eheese mixture 
over the top of the saueepan. The addition- 
al hint of eheese and the unique eonsisteney 
of the egg are the final touehes on this fla- 
vorful soup. It’s quiek, easy, and utilizes 
staples from your pantry that you’ll vow to 
keep on hand in order to whip up this union 
of ingredients. — Lauren Mifsud 

Wedding Soup 

Ingredients: 

Olive oil 
Minced garlic 

Two 36-ounce cans of chicken broth 
y4 package wide egg noodles 
8 ounces Acini de pepe 
1 package frozen spinach 
1 package frozen ^-ounce Italian 
meatballs 

Parmesan cheese — y cup, plus more to 
taste 
1 egg 

salt and pepper to taste 

Directions: 

Prepare the pasta as directed on the pack- 
age. Meanwhile, coat the bottom of a large 
saucepan with olive oil. Add in sever- 
al heaping spoonfuls of minced garlic (to 
taste) and a dash of pepper, and let brown. 
Once the garlic is browned, add the chick- 
en broth, spinach, meatballs and Parmesan 
cheese. When the noodles are finished, 
drain and add to the soup. Simmer for at 
least 25 minutes, or until the meatballs are 
heated through. In a separate bowl, com- 
bine one egg and about one half of a cup 
of Parmesan cheese. Before serving, top 
the soup with the egg and cheese mixture. 
Serve with additional Parmesan cheese, 
salt and pepper for seasoning.

Just Desserts 

Marshmallows 

They start appearing on drug store and 
supermarket shelves sometime in February. 
Vibrantly eolored and sparkling with erust- 
ed sugar, they evoke Easter like perhaps no 
other eandy. 

Yes, the annual invasion of the Peeps is 
under way. 

Peeps have been Easter ieons for more 
than 50 years. The Just Bom eompany 
started produeing the whimsieally shaped 
marshmallows in 1953. But for some 
among us. Peeps are more aesthetieally 
pleasing than gastronomieally delightful. 

The good news is that there is an alter- 
native for Peeps-skepties who still want to 
indulge in eolorful, animal-shaped Easter 
treats: fresh, homemade marshmallows. 

The reeipe is straightforward: heat, 
mix, spread, set, eut. If you are not eare- 
fiil, however, the experienee of handling 
hot sugar and thiekened marshmallow ean 
be ehallenging, stieky and even a little bit 
flammable. So I suggest reading my tips 
earefully before embarking on a marshmal- 
low mission. 

First, and perhaps most essential to 
your safety, make sure you heat the symp 
in an ample saueepan. Otherwise, the liq- 
uid eould boil over, land on the burner and 
eause a brief, albeit alarming, fire. Further- 
more, too robust a boil in too small a pan 



eould eoat your stovetop with a taeky sugar 
veneer that takes an hour to serub off 

To sum up: Make sure you use a sizable 
pan. Trust me on this one. 

When it eomes time to pour the whipped- 
up symp into the baking pan, fret not if your 
marshmallow doesn’t exaetly pour. It may 
be very stieky and thiek, and you may have 
to wrestle it from bowl to pan with a spat- 
ula. A fair amount of marshmallow may be 
left behind on the whisk and in the bowl. It 
is all OK. 

And lastly, have some patienee as you 
work with the eookie eutter and the marsh- 
mallow. It may take a few tries to get the 
exaet teehnique down, but it will happen. 
And remember, a mangled bunny-mallow 
is still a tasty bunny-mallow. Enjoy.

Homemade 

Marshmallows 

This recipe comes most- 
ly from marthastewart.com, 
with just the tiniest bit of 
tweaking. 

vegetable oil, for brushing 
4 envelopes unflavored gel- 
atin (3 tablespoons plus 1 F 2 
teaspoons) 

3 cups granulated sugar 
1 cups light com symp 
teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons pure vanilla 
extract 

gel food coloring (optional) 
E /2 cups confectioner’s sugar 
Bmsh a 9-by-13-inch bak- 
ing dish with oil. Line with 
parchment, allowing a 2-inch 


overhang on the long sides. 
Bmsh parchment with oil; 
set aside. 

Put granulated sugar, com 
symp, salt, and y4 cup water 
into a medium saucepan. 
Bring to a boil over high 
heat, stirring to dissolve sug- 
ar. Cook, without stirring, 
until mixture registers 238 
degrees on a candy ther- 
mometer, about 9 minutes. 
Meanwhile, put /r cup cold 
water into the bowl of an 
electric mixer; sprinkle with 
gelatin. Let soften 5 minutes. 
Using the whisk attach- 
ment and with mixer on low 
speed, beat hot symp into 
gelatin mixture. Gradually 


raise speed to high; beat until 
mixture is very stiff, about 
12 minutes. Beat in vanilla 
and food coloring. Pour into 
prepared dish, and smooth 
with an offset spatula. Set 
aside, uncovered, until firm, 
about 3 hours. 

Sift 1 cup confectioner’s 
sugar onto a work surface. 
Unmold marshmallow onto 
confectioner’s sugar; remove 
parchment. Use an oiled 
cookie cutter to cut marsh- 
mallow into holiday shapes 
(or just use a knife and slice 
into cubes). Dust shapes (and 
scraps) with additional con- 
fectioners’ sugar. Store in 
airtight container.

Mining for wines 

South America has a gooci climate for grapes

South America is one of my favorite wine 
regions. Its eountries have made a name for 
themselves in reeent years, earning their 
plaee in the wine world. Though the eon- 
tinent may not seem like an obvious wine 
region, its elimate makes for a great grape- 
growing environment. 

Chile 

What Chile laeks in land area it makes up 
for in wine-growing aereage along its Paeifie 
Coast. Like Italy, Chile has its own appella- 
tion system, or its Denomination of Origin, 
aeeording to WinesofChile.org, whieh groups 
its wine areas into four major regions. Wine- 
growing areas are loeated in the eentral part 
of the eountry, between the mountains and the 
oeean, where the soil is extremely fertile. 

Chile produees several red and white vari- 
eties, ineluding sauvignon blanc, ehardonnay, 
riesling, eabemet sauvignon, merlot, earme- 
nere, cabernet franc and syrah. 

One of my favorite Chilean producers is 
Cono Sur, an environmentally conscious 
winery in Santiago. The winery was found- 
ed in 1993 with the motto, “No family 
trees, no dusty bottles, just quality wine.” 
The winery has now grown to produce lim- 
ited-edition wines, sparkling wines, organic 
wines and single- vineyard wines. 

My favorite Cono Sur wines fall under 
the company’s Bicycle brand. These wines 
are young and friendly, according to the 
winemakers, and are also very affordable. 
Look for the bicycle on the label. 

Cono Sur’s Bicycle sauvignon blanc is 
light and fresh, with citrus notes of grape- 
fruit and green apple. I enjoy sipping this 
wine in the summer, but it can also be 
enjoyed as an aperitif. 

Cono Sur recommends pairing this wine 
with vegetarian dishes, lemony chick- 
en dishes, soft cheeses, oyster soup and 
smoked salmon with ricotta. 

The Cono Sur Bicycle pinot noir is 
described by the winemaker as “sexy, pure 
and simple,” and I have to agree. I call this 
wine my “gateway wine” because it helped 
me ease into drinking reds long before my 
palate developed. It has rich notes of cherry, 
raspberry, plum and strawberry with well-bal- 
anced tannins. It is smooth and sensuous, yet 
light enough for novice red wine drinkers. 

Enjoy this pinot noir with pasta, grilled 
chicken, seafood or mild fish. It also pairs 
well with pesto dishes, mushroom pizza 
and sushi. 

Other Cono Sur Bicycle offerings include 


riesling, syrah, merlot, ehardonnay and car- 
menere. I haven’t had the opportunity to 
try any others yet, but judging from what I 
have experienced from trying the pinot noir 
and sauvignon blanc, I am willing to guess 
they are good. 

Cono Sur also offers organic sauvignon 
blanc, ehardonnay, pinot noir and a carme- 
nere cabernet sauvignon blend. These wines 
are made without any chemical or synthetic 
products. Natural techniques must be used 
in all aspects of winemaking. In addition to 
these wines, the winery employs sustain- 
able agriculture, uses lightweight bottles 
to reduce carbon monoxide emissions and 
strives to reduce its carbon footprint. 

Argentina 

Argentina has an ideal wine climate, with 
its proximity to the Andes mountains. Many 
of the country’s wine regions are above sea 
level where the sun shines constantly and 
there is limited rainfall. With most of the 
winemaking being done in the western part of 
the country, Mendoza, San Juan and La Rioja 
are the country’s top producing regions. 

Argentina has been making a place for 
itself among the other top producing wine 
countries around the world, producing mal- 
bec, cabernet sauvignon, syrah, ehardonnay, 
tempranillo and even Italian-based barbera. 

For Argentinean wine, I like Alamos, 
known as “the wines of the Andes,” based 
in Mendoza. This winery works hard to pre- 
serve each varietal’s characteristics, aromas 
and textures. In the United States, several 
Alamos wines are available, including mal- 
bec, cabernet sauvignon, ehardonnay and 
torrontes. The winery sells other varietals 
in Argentina and around the world. 

Torrontes is known as the country’s sig- 
nature white varietal, according to Alamos 
winemakers. Their version has notes of citrus 
and peach that is light and fresh with well-bal- 
anced acidity. This wine is not aged in oak, 
but instead is light pressed and cold settled. 

The Alamos malbec is rich and deep in 
color and is made up of grapes from four 
different vineyards around the region. This 
blend results in notes of plum, black cur- 
rant and a subtle hint of chocolate. It has 
a long, smooth finish. This wine is aged in 
French and American oak barrels for nine 
to 12 months. 

Alamos wines, like Cono Sur wines, are 
also very affordable, many ranging from 
$10 to $15. Both are available at sever- 
al New Hampshire Fiquor Store locations 
around the state. Fook for South American 
wines in their respective sections.

A lot of wine, a little cash 


We’re stieking with 
the Paeifie Northwest 
this week and looking 
at more native types of 
wines. Though many 
different kinds of vari- 
etals ean be grown in 
a myriad of plaees, 
sometimes wine grow- 
ers find varietals that 
really shine in a eer- 
tain area. The Freneh 
designed their entire wine system around 
this and use the term “terroir,” whieh 
means sense of plaee in Freneh, beeause 
they believe eertain areas (weather and soil) 
work best with eertain varietals. In the ease 
of Oregon, you may have noticed a lot of 
pinot gris (same as the well-known Italian 
pinot grigio) being sold — that’s because 
that area, and specifically the Willamette 
Valley, produces a very fruit- forward pinot 
gris. Where a chardonnay may struggle 
there because it doesn’t get hot enough, a 
pinot gris seems right at home. 

Our first wine was a 2010 King Estate 
Pinot Gris from Oregon ($19.99). The col- 
or was almost clear and for a nose we got an 
assortment of fmit from peach to grapefmit 
to tangerine. From the nose we didn’t really 
know what to expect it to taste like. For start- 
ers this wine is dry but has a bit of upfront 
sweetness (maybe that peach). It’s very live- 
ly with a Meyer lemon finish with just a touch 
of toastiness (maybe it was put in oak for a 


few months). Over all, 
this wine really demon- 
strates why Oregon has 
done so well with the 
pinot gris — it’s just so 
vibrant and so different 
from the pinot grigio of 
Italy). 

For our second bot- 
tle we went with the 
2009 Sokol Blosser 
Pinot Gris from Willa- 
mette Valley in Oregon ($19.99; we bought 
for $17.99). The color of this wine was more 
golden than the King Estate, though the wine 
was definitely on the light side of a white 
wine. For a nose we got fmit and floral with 
some peachy sweetness. Like the King, this 
is a dry white (and that means it’s not sweet), 
though we did find a bit of that peachy sweet- 
ness here that underscored the nose. This wine 
was fuller than the King, less like a straight- 
up Oregon pinot gris, which has us guessing 
that another varietal had been added to give 
the wine a bit of stmcture or fullness normally 
not associated with Oregon pinot gris. Over- 
all, a great bottle of wine that would pair well 
with a salmon or any other seafood. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” two 
wine-lovers look at red and white wines, 
none over $20 (and most under $15), in an 
attempt to find some great bottles for good 
prices. All prices are according to the state 
liquor store (nh.liquorstate.nh.us) unless 
otherwise stated.

Updating our traditions 

NH heritage evident at Old House and Barn Expo

What do preservationists, home reno- 
vators, a stone wall builder and a window 
myth debunker have in eommon? 

They’ll all be on hand at New Hamp- 
shire Preservation Allianee’s Old House 
and Barn Expo on Saturday, Mareh 24, and 
Sunday, Mareh 25, at downtown Manehes- 
ter’s Radisson Hotel. 

This year’s expo theme revolves around 
going “green” and “loeal” by making the 
old new again and ineorporating tradition- 
al designs into the restoration proeess. The 
expo is the signature event of the allianee, 
a statewide nonprofit with a mission of pre- 
serving historie buildings, landseapes and 
eommunities. It will serve as a meeting 
plaee for old house and bam owners, pres- 
ervationists and artisans, arehiteets, artists 
and designers to share their questions, sto- 
ries and trieks of the trade. 

Stone wall builder Kevin Fife will build 
a traditional stone wall while answering 
homeowners’ questions about stone wall 
building and restoration. Historian Rieh- 
ard Nylander will narrate the evolution of 
historie New England wallpaper. Vivian 
Bisbee of MB Deeor will speak about the 
history of 18th- and 19th-eentury-painted 
wall steneiling and murals. And Bever- 
ly Thomas will uneover the myths behind 
replaeement window installation and the 
benefits of addressing air leaks in less obvi- 
ous parts of the house. 

Exhibitor topies to be eovered inelude 
plaster repair, period paint eolor, air seal- 
ing, diseovering your historie house’s roots, 
energy retrofits, historie property insur- 
anee, interior design, reviving old wood 
floors and more. 

“The Preservation Allianee wanted there 
to be a major gathering for people looking 
for affordable and appropriate solutions for 
old bam and house restoration needs,” said 
Jennifer Goodman, the allianee’s exeeutive 
direetor. “It’s a ehanee for people to meet one- 
on-one and share ideas and stories. There is 
something for everybody who loves this sort 
of thing. And a lot of people stmggle with 
where to turn and who to eall” when issues 
eome up with old houses and bams. 

The expo has been held every other year 
sinee 2001. Past expos have attraeted 3,000 
people, made up of old house and barn 


owners as well as “people who love elas- 
sie design and traditional arts and eraft,” 
Goodman said. More than 60 vendors will 
work their exhibit booths during the two- 
day expo, and demonstrations and hourly 
leetures on a range of topies will be offered, 
Goodman added. 

“It is speeial for me as well as [for] 
attendees to have so many people involved 
in different parts of the preservation trade in 
one plaee,” said Goodman, who has led the 
allianee for 12 years. “There are so many 
people passionate about their projeets, and 
[the expo] feels so ‘New Hampshire.’ Peo- 
ple eome from all over the state.” 

Fife will demonstrate the traditional way 
of building stone walls, the way original 
settlers did, he said. Fife, of Northfield, has 
been building stone walls — stone walls are 
built without using mortar — for 30 years. 

“It’s very important to preserve as many 
stone walls as we ean,” Fife said. “[They are] 
an integral part of New Hampshire history. 
New England is a unique part of the eountry; 
there are so many stone walls, but there are a 
lot of spaees [in the eountry] that don’t have 
any at all beeause there is no stone.” 

Ian Blaekman of Ian Blaekman LLC, 
Restoration & Preservation will also be a 
presenter at this year’s expo. Blaekman, 
who restores old bams and timber frames, 
will be giving a presentation on a 1780 
Yankee- style barn he is working on in New 
Hampton. He says he enjoys meeting peo- 
ple who eare about these stmetures at the 
expo and sharing his knowledge of how to 
maintain the integrity of the historie stme- 
tures during restoration. 

“A lot of these stmetures are disappear- 
ing from the landseape every year,” said 
Blaekman, who is from Chiehester. “The 
work is always different. The problems 
eaeh frame presents always ereate a differ- 
ent puzzle. These bams make New England 
speeial; they remind us of our agrieultural 
past.”

The Start-Up of You, by Reid Hoffman 
and Ben Casnocha (Crown Business, 225 
pages) 

The new book by the eo- 

^ founder and ehairman of 

the 

start-up of Linkedin is ostensibly a self- 

1^' jj help eareer book, but there’s 

also a mystery involved. 
Flow could its smart author 
a book that is, on so 
many levels, so dumb? 

Reid Efoffman went to Stanford on schol- 
arship and earned a master of philosophy at 
Oxford. No lightweight in the brain depart- 
ment, he has said that one of his early career 
goals was to become a “public intellectual.” 
But Hoffman has written a book contain- 
ing the sentence: “With change come new 
opportunities as well as challenges.” Worse, 
“People are the source of key resources, 
opportunities, information, and the like.” 
And even, “Get busy livin, or get busy 
dyin’” with nary a credit to Andy Dufresne. 

Shoot us now, lest we perish of tripe. 

In truth, it’s possible that Hoffman did 
not so much write this book as publish it, as 
he shares a byline, somewhat inexplicably, 
with Ben Casnocha, “author and entrepre- 
neur.” Who knows? Casnocha may be a 
fine writer on his own, but as a combina- 
tion, the two are literarily deadly. 

But the book is selling because Linkedin 
has 100 million users and its chairman is 
as connected as Verizon. Before Linkedin, 
Hoffman was vice president at PayPal. He’s 
friends with Mark Zuckerberg and Peter 
Thiel and Zynga’s Mark Pincus and seems 
to have had a hand in the financing of every- 
thing successful to emerge from Silicon 
Valley in the past 15 years. He is a partner 
at Greylock, the venture capital firm, and 
is a prolific angel investor. In short, Hoff- 
man needs money and exposure as much as 
Zuckerberg does. The book has a bucket- 
list quality about it: Before I die, I must ski 
the Andes, write a book and arrange Face- 
book’s first round of funding. 

It begins with a gloomy discourse on the 
rise and fall of Detroit, warning today’s 


workers that they, too, will go the way of 
the Motor City if they fail to change and 
adapt. Today’s worker, whether employ- 
ee or entrepreneur, must exist in a state of 
“permanent beta” and must manage his or 
her own career as if it were a Silicon Val- 
ley start-up: “Take intelligent and bold risks 
to accomplish something great. Build a 
network of alliances to help you with intel- 
ligence, resources, and collective action. 
Pivot to a breakout opportunity.” 

Not surprisingly, there is much focus on 
— how to put this? — linking in, build- 
ing alliances with people who are invested 
in your success, as you are in theirs. Look 
beyond the vague advertisement for the 
glory that is Linkedin, and there’s sensi- 
ble advice here. The authors distinguish 
between the transparent, slimy gruel that 
is traditional “networking” and mutually 
beneficial relationships born of time, effort 
and trust. “There is no such thing as a fair- 
weather alliance,” Hoffman and Casnocha 
write. “If the relationship isn’t load-bearing 
under stress; it’s not an alliance.” 

The pair also advocate a nimbleness of 
mind and purpose unimaginable to the auto- 
workers of the 1950s. Pivot early and often, 
they say. They advise everyone to have not 
only “Plan A” and “Plan B” but a worst- 
case-scenario “Plan Z” — a place to land, 
physically and mentally, should your intel- 
ligent and bold risks somehow fail. 

Hoffman says he went into business 
instead of academia because he didn’t want 
to write books that only 50 or 60 people 
would read. The justification for populism 
is that everything should be made avail- 
able to the earnestly striving and deserving 
masses, but there’s another phrase for this: 
“dumbing down.” There’s middle ground 
between an arid tome of Oxford philos- 
ophy and a platitudinal self-help manual 
in the dollar bin, but Hoffman and Casno- 
cha blunder right by it. Hoffman has some 
good ideas, some even radically so, but 
they’re lost in this blancmange of a book. D 
— Jennifer Graham

Films short, test grows 

NH high school students compete in NH festival

Now in its fifth year, the 2012 New 
Hampshire High Sehool Short Film Festi- 
val is beeoming a bigger event. 

“We’re exeited about all the energy that 
is eoming out of the sehools about the pro- 
gram,” said Matthew Newton, direetor of the 
New Hampshire Film and Television Offiee. 

Sehools are hopping on board, and the 
film offiee is happy and willing to part- 
ner with media arts faeulty at Granite State 
high sehools. Pinkerton Aeademy in Derry, 
for instanee, has made the festival part of its 
media arts eurrieulum. 

“We want to see that more,” Newton said. 

Submissions are due at the New Hampshire 
Film and Television Offiee at 19 Pillsbury St. 
in Coneord by 4 p.m. on Mareh 3 1 . The Fes- 
tival is open to all students enrolled in grades 
9 through 12 at New Hampshire publie or pri- 
vate sehools. Submissions do not need to be 
ereated as part of a sehool projeet. The films 
ean be no longer than seven minutes, though 
most are in the two- to three-minute range. 
That time frame ineludes elosing eredits, 
Newton said. 

So far, the festival has sereened more than 
100 student-produeed short films. For partie- 
ipants, it’s a ehanee to have their film seen by 
a live audience. 

“What’s in it for them is a chance to screen 
your film in front of a public audience,” New- 
ton said. “Students are picking up cameras 
— they have the ability to make films on their 
home computers. But a lot of times it doesn’t 
go beyond that — maybe YouTube, but it’s 
not really a public audience. You get to make 
a submission for a competition and have a 
room full of people watch yours on the big 
screen. That’s exciting for high school stu- 
dents. It’s something I wish I had at their age.” 

A panel of film industry professionals will 
review all submissions and select films for the 
Festival itself, on June 16, at New Hampshire 
Technical Institute’s Sweeney Hall Auditori- 
um in Concord at noon. Judges measure films 
on storytelling technique and overall quality. 
“Pretty much anything goes,” Newton said. 

Winning films will be screened on New 
Hampshire Day and Night at the New Hamp- 
shire Film Festival in Portsmouth in October 
and the Somewhat North of Boston Film Fes- 
tival in Concord in November. Visit www. 


nhstudentfilm.com. 

“It’s a chance to screen your film and 
to talk to people afterward,” Newton said. 
“Conversations come up, people come up to 
filmmakers and say, T really liked your film,’ 
or they might have some critical comments. 
That’s what we’re trying to do, connect more 
professionals with them, to talk to students, 
maybe to provide some more feedback.” 

Along with this year’s screenings, Newton 
said he’s hoping to have a collection of the 
best films from the last five years on display. 
He’s hoping to be able to take that collection 
of films on the road this summer. 

The festival is growing in popularity and in 
quality. 

“I’ve seen students take their film work 
a little more seriously,” Newton said. Start- 
ing out, many of the films were the types 
of things people might find on YouTube. 
“They were little skits and sketches,” New- 
ton said. “But now, filmmakers are coming 
around and they’re seeing what works for 
them as filmmakers. They’re starting to 
make stronger films.” 

Newton does see repeat participants and 
he notices those who take part in the festival 
multiple times make stronger films each time. 

“For filmmakers who entered in the 
freshman or sophomore years, now they’re 
in their junior or senior years and we’ve 
sort of seen them evolve,” Newton said. 
“And those are the kids we want to keep in 
New Hampshire and New England working 
in production. We want to show them that 
film production is happening right here in 
their backyards. This is a way to start up.” 

A couple of past participants are still in 
the area, having graduated high school, still 
working on short films, Newton said. 

“It’s a good bunch of filmmakers,” New- 
ton said. 

With more and more participants, the 
screening of the submitted films got a little 
too long — about three hours long. Orga- 
nizers are paring the screening down to two 
hours, Newton said. 

“It will make for a more competitive 
selection process,” Newton said, adding 
the highest-ranked films will make it into 
the screening. “That sort of naturally creat- 
ed a higher level of competition. It’s tough, 
though; they’re all great projects. It’ll be a 
nice, compact festival screening for a couple 
hours.”

Singer reflects on new album and side project

Blues music, says singer Joan Osborne, 
“rescued me at a time when I needed res- 
cue.” She’s acknowledged her roots many 
times over the years, beginning with Son- 
ny Boy Williamson’s “Help Me” on her 
first record in 1991. But Bring It on Home, 
due March 27, is Osborne’s first full-length 
album of blues and soul covers. 

“I knew that, someday, when the time was 
right and my voice was ready, I wanted to 
make a recording like [this],” she said in a 
recent press release. Osborne spoke with the 
Hippo from her home in New York about the 
new album, her upcoming show at Tupelo 
Music Hall and the Americana supergroup 
side project Trigger Hippy. 

With Bring It on Home, you seem to be 
trying to recreate the songs the way that 
you remember them. 

When you cover someone else’s materi- 
al, especially songs that are such a part of 
American music history, you want to bring 
something unique to it. But you also need to 
know where to stop with that and realize that 
if it doesn’t serve the song, then it is just a 
stunt and you don’t want to do that. So it’s a 
fine line . . . you want the song to be the star, 
really, and not have it be obscured by need- 
ing to make it different. There were certain 
things that we attempted to do, [but] “Shake 
Your Hips” [the lead single] was something 
we just did without thinking about it at all. 
Jack, my co-producer, was in the rehearsal 
studio with the band, and we were all just 
standing around and he just started to play 
that lick. Everyone knew what he was play- 
ing and they all fell in behind him, and I 
knew the song and the words to it, so we just 
started doing it, and the tape was rolling for 
the rehearsal and we all blasted through it 
and looked at each other when it was done 
and said, ‘Well that just feels really good, 
so let’s just do that.’ Part of it was we just 
tried to reconfigure these songs — the Mud- 
dy Waters tune is an example where I turned 
it around a little bit and gave it a little bit dif- 
ferent reading and perspective. 

‘‘Unqualified^^ and “Rhymes” were also 
updated a bit. 

Yeah, but this is material that I love and 
respect, so I don’t want to play too fast and 
loose with it. If the song doesn’t need a lot to 
make it work, then I’m going to let the song 
have its head. 

“Roll out the Big Wheel ” — how did you 
find that one? 

That was one that a friend gave me, by a 
lesser-known Bay Area R&B woman from 
the ’40s and ’50s. My good friend, a bass 
player, grew up around the Oakland, Cali- 
fornia, blues club scene, and he had a line 
on some of that music and gave me that CD 
years and years ago ... a rarity and no one 
else that I was working with had ever heard 


of Olive Brown or knew the song. It’s such a 
straight-up pleasurable tune, and that’s such 
a great thing about blues music — you get 
these powerful, female characters who just 
swagger in, take no prisoners and lay down 
the law. One of the great things that drew me 
to this music when I first fell in love with it 
were these larger-than-life female characters 
— so I thought that would be a perfect addi- 
tion to the record. 

Speaking of female characters, “Game 
of Love” is a woman ^s song written by a 
man — Ike Turner — originally sung by 
Tina Turner, ThaUs interesting given that 
couplers history. 

Yeah, it’s pretty ironic. But that was 
Tina’s power. We all now know the situation 
she was in was not a healthy one, yet she 
was out there every night being this goddess 
of female power. She can just command this 
power on stage like nobody else, and even 
Ike had to respect that, he wasn’t going to 
mess with that at all. He was writing for that 
powerful female voice even though behind 
the scenes he had to have all the power. On 
the stage, he realized he was going to mess 
around with Tina’s power at his own peril. 

You can take a song from a man ’s point 
of view and flip it around to a woman ^s 
and make it work. Are there songs that you 
like and thought about doing but couldn H 
approach because it’s not possible to flip it 
that way? 

There’s a Nina Simone song, something 
that she brought to it, every time I heard 
her version and then we’d try and couldn’t 
do anything to it. I said, ‘Nina Simone just 
kicks my ass every time, so I’m just going 
to let her win, she’s clearly the better wom- 
an than I — so going to let that be!’ There 
was a handful that we tried and I decided 
that they were just for somebody else to do 
because I’m not woman enough to pull this 
off [laughs]. 

You said in an interview that music 
doesn’t exist until someone connects with 
it. With this record, are you trying to make 
people connect with the music so they get it 
like you do? 

Oh sure, that’s definitely part of it. For 
me, this music made such a difference in 
my life; it just gave me so much that’s real- 
ly valuable in my world. If I can turn other 
people on to it and send them to the source, 
and if they then have any similar connection 
to it, that would be an amazing thing to do. 
I’ve tried my best to do something interest- 
ing with these songs, but you can always go 
back to the source. There’s always a huge, 
rich vein that you can mine of Americana 
. . . it’s not like people don’t know that, but 
maybe people have forgotten about it or 
don’t have time. I’ve had younger people 
come up and say, ‘You know, when you talk- 
ed about Ray Charles on your album Relish, 
I was a 12-year-old girl and I didn’t know 
who Ray Charles was. Then I went and 



heard his music and it blew my mind.’ That 
has a lot of meaning for me, that a kid would 
buy a pop record and would be able to con- 
nect to something so much deeper through it 
— that is a really special, cool thing. 

Was there any song that stood out above 
all of the others that you just felt like you 
had to put out there? 

When you’re in the studio and making 
records, the song that you just did becomes 
your favorite song and you fall in love with 
it, then you have to move on to the next song 
and that becomes your favorite. I had a lot of 
favorites through the course of making the 
record, but choosing one would be tough. I 
think maybe John MayalTs “Broken Wing” 
might be one — I had a real deep connection 
with that one. It might be the closest to pure 
blues on the record — so that’s a favorite — 
but I could also say that about “Rhymes,” the 
A1 Green song, because we sort of amped it 
up and turned it on its head and made it into 
this big party song, [because] this music is 
very inclusive and it invites everyone in . . . 
so it has a special place for me. It’s hard to 
choose one. 

What do you mean when you say music 
rescued you? 

Music saved me because I was kind of 
struggling with myself as a person and 
there were things that I was disconnected 
with about myself that music allowed me 
to reconnect with. In this music, in partic- 
ular, there is just a matter-of-factness about 
it. Life has a lot of sorrow in it, and you can 
either let it overwhelm you or turn it around 
and create something with it and make it into 
fuel and energy and power and also make 
something that connects you with other peo- 
ple. That enables you to get outside of your 
own head and get out into the larger world. 
There was incredible value for me in the 
moment when I really first connected with 
this music, and it made a huge impact on me. 

Were you a singer at that point or did it help 
you realize you were going to become a singer? 

I think singing is a physical thing and 
it’s about your body and it’s a very imme-

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diate expression, [and] there was really a 
sense of wonder for me about that. Before 
I started getting into musie, I was studying 
filmmaking at NYU to beeome a doeumen- 
tary filmmaker.

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Eric Grant Band gets real 

Country group in contention for On the Fly

The Eric Grant Band has been perform- 
ing together for three years, with each year 
bringing a new level of success. The band 
has opened for country superstar Jason 
Aldean, won Band of the Year, Vocal Group 
of the Year and Best New Male Vocalist of 
the Year at the 2010 Northeast Invitation- 
al Country Showdown, was named New 
Country Band of the Year and Vocal Group 
of the Year by the North American Coun- 
try Music Association International in 
2011, and is now being considered for On 
The Fly, a reality show on TLC that follows 
travelers on Southwest Airlines. 

“When we won our national award last 
year we thought, ‘How much cooler can it 
get than this?’” Grant said. “And this year 
to even be considered for camera time on a 
TV show is a blessing in itself” 

The “rollercoaster ride of a story” that 
led the group to be in contention for small- 
screen fame began when a member of the 
band submitted a video to be considered 
for the show. The producers called and 
expressed their interest in the group, releas- 
es were signed and the band was ready to 
go until a few scheduling snafus got in the 
way. The band was finally able to secure 
a media crew from Baltimore that already 
held permits to film at a few airports. 

When the Eric Grant Band arrived at the 
Manchester-Boston Regional Airport on 
March 3 to fly to Nashville to record their 
album, they were greeted by 100 fans in 
the baggage area. The band responded by 
“making noise and giving thanks” with a 
live acoustic show. 

“It was really emotional sitting there 
thinking to myself: I’m playing in an air- 
port filled with 100 of my favorite fans,” 
Grant said. “Your fans make you feel spe- 
cial. They make you who you are.” 

On the plane, the band was granted per- 
mission from the flight crew to perform a 
song on the plane. Jammed in the last seat 
of the plane with his sister and keyboardist 

— “I’m a big guy. I don’t fit in those seats 
barely,” Grant said — Grant played his 
acoustic guitar while another band member 
held up the microphone. When he was fin- 
ished playing, he got the crowd to scream 

— an Eric Grant Band show tradition. “The 
captain didn’t come out screaming, so that 
was good,” Grant said. 

The band was greeted by the film crew at 
the airport in Baltimore and performed an 



hour-long concert for more than 100 people 
in the boarding area. The film crew also met 
the band at the airport when they passed 
through on their return flight. 

The Eric Grant Band went to Nashville 
on a mission. Grant said: to make a killer 
CD and see where it would take them. 

“See if it takes us to the stars,” Grant 
said. The eight-song album has a cutting- 
edge, crossover country feel to it, he said. 

“Fans had initially asked me if [the 
album] would be anything different, would 
it surprise them,” Grant said. “The fans will 
absolutely be surprised and amazed at the 
songs — period — when they hear it.” 

Before filming, the band spent six weeks 
in “boot camp” rehearsals preparing for 
the recording sessions to have the staff of 
New Voice Entertainment turn their new 
songs into something “absolutely amaz- 
ing,” Grant said. When Grant was listening 
to one of the band’s ballads at the studio, 
he couldn’t help noticing that New Voice 
changed the feel of song. 

“Not even a minute into the song my eyes 
were filled with tears,” he said. “I was taken 
back. It was my song. I had listened to that 
song 50 million times. I just sat back there 
... I was so amazed by what they had done 
with it.” The song “Take Off Your Coat” is 
a ballad about a couple breaking up and one 
person wishing the other would show up on 
their doorstep, take off their coat and talk. “I 
can’t believe it caught me like that,” Grant 
said. Grant hopes to have the CD ready for 
a summer release.

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Free-form Brasbe 

Band brews a multi-flavored elixir with debut disc

The best bands eommunieate in short- 
hand. A nod, a shrug, a finger raised slightly 
from a fretboard is suffieient to move the 
groove around. The right balanee makes a 
deleetable sauee, the produet of a few ele- 
ments, eaeh with on its own heady aroma. 
With Brasbe, it begins with their name. 

‘Tt means Blue Ribbon All-Star Band, 
but in our praetiees we just shortened it,” 
says Seott Solsky, who plays lead guitar and 
sings in the group, whieh ineludes drummer 
Jared Steer, lead singer and rhythm guitarist 
Chris Candito and bass player Mike Rossi, 
who also sings. 

They’ve been a band for a year, but the 
ehemistry goes baek mueh further. Solsky 
and Steer have played together for seven 
years in various eonfigurations; Candito 
and Rossi have a long history as eollabo- 
rators. Rossi, Solsky and Steer spent time 
together in rhythm powerhouse Donkilo! 
Afro Funk Orkestra. 

The pieees fit together seamlessly on 
the band’s first album. Free Form Display. 
There are nods to Ameriean roots musie in 
the smooth ramble of “Round and Round 
and Round” and the eountrified boogie 
number “Thinking Too Long.” “I Move,” 
with an opening mood eulled from a Grate- 
ful Dead spaee jam, soars with Solsky on 
guitar aeting as a stunning Jerry Gareia 
doppelganger. 

Moody love songs like “Feel at Ease” 
and “Bigger Than We Are Big” balanee the 
album’s many up-tempo numbers. Every- 
thing is infused with the jazz baekground 
eaeh member brings to the mix. The poly- 
rhythmie “Dirt Road” provides a good 
example of this, along with the dreamy “It 
Was So Long Ago.” 

Solsky plays out solo and makes first- 
rate musie with the Seott Solsky Jazz 
Quartet. Steer is a familiar figure at plae- 
es like Cambridge’s Regatta Bar and Ryles; 
his eredits inelude The Diseover Jazz Festi- 
val and New York’s Lineoln Center. Rossi 
is a polyglot whose playing is informed by 
jazz, world and eountry. Candito, a self- 
deseribed mystery man, is a perfeet ehoiee 
on voeals, giving the greater-than-the sum- 
of-its-parts Brasbe a roeking edge; he also 
writes many of the songs. 

“Birds of a Feather” is perhaps the best 
distillation of the Brasbe sound, a frenetie 
roeker featuring rugged singing, tight har- 
monies, a blistering Solsky solo and elever 
lyries. “Everything you need is inside of 
your CPU,” sings Candito. 

Trying to pin the quartet down to a spe- 
eifie genre is futile. 

“It’s hard to eompare to anything,” said

Solsky recently as he sat in Concord’s Bar- 
ley House. “We have a very different sound. 
But the bands that are influential to us are 
Wilco, Phish, modem songwriter stuff 
— Americana.” 

Experimentation is the guiding principle. 
“Rarely does anyone ever say the word ‘no’ 
to wanting to do something,” says Solsky. 
“It’s always, ‘Hey, let’s try this’ or ‘Yeah, 
let’s give it a whirl and see what happens.’ 
Three of the four of us guys went to school 
for music, and that is what we do for a liv- 
ing. The fourth guy [Candito] is an amazing 
musician in his own right.” 

They released Free Form Display earlier 
this year, but they’re already thinking about 
a follow-up. 

“We have at least 50 original songs,” says 
Solsky. “It is just a matter of time when we 
can get into the studio.” 

Solsky is active in the local music scene 
beyond performing. He’s the music pro- 
gram coordinator at Shaker River School in 
Concord. “I love it,” he says. “The school 
has a great philosophy [and] the teachers 
have autonomy to be able to put their own 
personal flair on education. So this week I 
directed a rock band, a concert band and 
taught music theory.” 

He’s also hard at work on the Granite State 
Music Festival, a two-day showcase set for 
June 23-24 in Concord’s Kiwanis Park. Sol- 
sky calls the effort “my vision,” presenting a 
wide array of local talent as well as a national 
headliner. As he talked about the event, Sol- 
sky hinted at a couple of big names atop the 
bill, but nothing is final at the moment. Bands 
interested in performing can find out more at 
www.granitestatemusicfest. org.

Much rides on a man’s aim 

An annual spring fertility festival in Viet- 
nam’s Phu Tho provinee is eapped by a 
symbolie X-rated eeremony rendered G-rat- 
ed by wooden stand-ins. At midnight on the 
12th day of the lunar new year, a man hold- 
ing a wooden phallus-like objeet stands in 
total darkness alongside a woman holding a 
wooden plank with a hole in it, and the aet is 
attempted. As the tradition goes, if the man is 
sueeessful at penetration, then there will be 
good erops. Following the eeremony, villag- 
ers are ordered to “go and be free,” whieh, 
aeeording to a February report by Thanh 
Nien News Serviee, means uninhibited frisk- 
iness during the lights-out period. 

Cultural Diversity 

• In the remote state of Meghalaya, India, 
a matrilineal system endows the women with 
wealth and property rights and relegates the 
men to slow-moving eampaigns for equali- 
ty. A men’s rights advoeate, interviewed by 
BBC News in January, lamented even the 
language’s favoring of women, noting that 
“useful” nouns seem all to be female. The 
system, he said, breeds generations of men 
“who feel useless,” falling into aleohol- 
ism and drug abuse. In maternity wards, he 
said, the sound of eheering greets baby girls, 
and if it’s a boy, the prevailing sentiment is 
“Whatever God gives us is quite all right.” 
The husband of one woman interviewed 
said, meekly, that he “likes” the eurrent 
system — or at least that’s what his wife’s 
translation said he said. 

• Eaeh year, the town of Chumbivil- 
eas, Peru, eelebrates the new year with 
what to Amerieans might seem “Festivus”- 
inspired (from the Seinfeld TV show), but 
is aetually drawn from Inean tradition. For 
“Takanakuy,” with a baekground of singing 
and daneing, all townspeople with grudges 
from the previous 12 months (men, women, 
ehildren) settle them with sometimes-bloody 
fistfights so that they start the new year 
elean. Said one villager to a Reuters reporter, 
“Everything is solved here, and after(ward) 
we are all friends.” 

• In a tradition believed to have originat- 
ed in the eighth eentury, the village of San 
Bartolome de Pinares, Spain, marks eaeh 
Jan. 16 with the festival of Saint Anthony, 
eommeneed in style by villagers riding their 
horses through large fires in the streets (“Las 
Luminarias”). As horses jump the flames, 
aeeording to belief, they beeome purified, 
demons are destroyed, and fertility and good 
health result. (Apparently, no horses are 
harmed, and an on-the-seene priest blesses 
eaeh for its eourage.) 

Latest Religious Messages 

• Reeovering aleoholie Ryan Brown 
reeently moved his lieensed tattoo parlor 
into The Bridge ehureh in Flint Township, 
Mieh., whieh is one more indieator of Rev. 
Steve Bentley’s nontraditional belief that 
mainstream religion had beeome irrelevant 
to most people. Tattooing is a “morally neu- 
tral” praetiee, Bentley said, although Brown, 
of eourse, does not ink tattoos lauding drugs, 
gangs or the devil. (The Bridge has also 
loaned out its plentiful floor spaee in a shop- 
ping mall to wrestling, eage fighting and 
auto repair faeilities.) 


NEWS OF THE WEIRD

• In Deeember, Pennsylvania judge Mark 
Martin dismissed harassment eharges against 
Muslim Talaag Elbayomy, who had snatehed 
a “Zombie Mohammad” sign from the neek 
of atheist Ernie Peree at last year’s Hallow- 
een parade in Meehaniesburg, Pa. (Peree was 
moekingly dressed as an undead person, in 
robes and beard.) In tossing out the eharge 
(even though Elbayomy seemed to admit 
to an assault and battery), Martin ruled that 
Sharia law aetually required Elbayomy to 
take the sign away from Peree. Judge Mar- 
tin later explained that the teehnieal basis for 
the ruling was (he-said/he-said) laek of evi- 
denee. (The Deeember ruling did not attraet 
press attention until February.) 

Questionable Judgments 

• Aeeording to a munieipal street sign in 
front of Lakewood Elementary Sehool in 
White Lake, Mieh. (filmed in February by 
Detroit’s WJBK-TV), the speed limit drops to 
25 mph on “sehool days only,” but just from 
“6:49-7:15 a.m., 7:52-8:22 a.m., 8:37-9:07 
a.m., 2:03-2:33 p.m., 3:04-3:34 p.m. (and) 
3:59-4:29 p.m.” 

• Jaek Taylor, 18, of Woreester, England, 
was given a lenient sentenee in January for 
an August burglary he admitted. He and 
another youth had tried to steal a resident’s 
motoreyele but damaged it in the proeess. 
Sinee he was remorseful, made restitution, 
observed a eurfew and did eommunity ser- 
viee, he was released by the judge when he 
seeured full-time employment. (However, 
the employment, the eourt later learned, was 
as a slaughterman in Norway, where he was 
to take part in the eulling of Alaskan baby 
seals.) 

A Special Place in Hell 

(1) John Morgan, 34, was eharged in Feb- 
ruary in Port St. Lueie, Fla., with embezzling 
over $40,000 from a trust fund that had been 
established for his daughter, who has speeial 
needs beeause of eerebral palsy. Beeause of 


the theft, she is unable to have dental work 
neeessitated beeause a eare provider failed to 
loek her wheelehair, sending her sprawling 
faee-first. (2) Poliee offieer Skeeter Manos, 
34, was eharged in February in Seattle with 
embezzling over $120,000 from a fund for 
the families of four eolleagues who had been 
shot to death in the line of duty. Manos’ 
alleged expenditures ineluded several trips 
to Las Vegas. 

People With Issues 

What Do You Mean, I’m Not Mental- 
ly Stable: Ms. Fausat Ogunbayo, 46, filed 
a federal lawsuit against New York City’s 
Administration for Children’s Serviees 
beeause it had taken away her kids (aged 
13 and 10 at the time) in 2008 for ques- 
tions about Ogunbayo ’s mental stability. The 
lawsuit, for “reeklessly disregard(ing)” her 
“right to family integrity,” asks the eity to 
pay her $900,000,000,000,000 (trillion). 

Least Competent People 

LaDondrell Montgomery, 36, had been 
senteneed in November in Houston to life in 
prison for armed robbery despite his vigor- 
ous protestations of innoeenee, and about a 
week later, in Deeember, he was exonerated 
in faet. Although he had testified at his trial, 
he had not mentioned that he had an iron- 
elad alibi — that he had been in jail during 
the time the robbery was eommitted. Onee 
jail reeords were reviewed, Montgomery 
was freed. The proseeutor hadn’t eheeked 
the reeords before trial, and neither had 
Montgomery’s attorney, but then neither had 
Montgomery ever mentioned it (beeause, he 
had told his lawyers, he had been in and out 
of jail so many times in his life that he just 
eould not remember if he had been loeked up 
at the time of the armed robbery).
